Sardinia—it’s high life 
in a wild-flower desert among wind-bitten 
boulders by an emerald sea 


By MARION GOUGH 





Sunnie seas to sail aaa ratioes to explore 


The Aga Khan himself did not invite 
me to the Costa Smeralda, that re- 
markable 33-mile resort brainchild of 
his on the north coast of Sardinia on 
limpid emerald waters that account for 
its gemlike name. Instead, I was in- 
vited by his Consortium, the resort’s 
managerial body that turned out to be 
one of the most expertly manned, am- 
bitious and thorough-going of any lei- 
sure-living outfits I’ve seen. Still, I 
wasn’t sure what to expect as I boarded 
an Alitalia 747 for my journey’s first 
lap to Rome. Hearsay had it that the 
place swarmed with tanned, skinny, 
beautiful, sized-five Dolce Vita people, 
rich and yacht-going, who wouldn’t 
touch pasta for a million lire (exchange 
at the time 850 lire for one U.S. dollar; 
my weight a discouraging 150, nudging 
size 16) and grand hotels so grand I 
couldn’t afford to tip the help. Hope 
for the best, I told myself, and settled 
down with a glass of velvety Valpo- 
licella and fettuccine so divine I could 
not believe it was airline food. Too late 
to diet, anyway. If Sardinia was going 
to be anything like the rest of Italy, 
it was okay with me. 

I flew from Rome to Olbia, gateway 
to the emerald enclave, via Alisard 
(Alitalia, Ati and Itavia also fly from 
Italy to Sardinia), and hardly out of the 
airport I discovered that this was like 
no place I'd ever seen. On the road 
to Liscia di Vacca and the Hotel Pi- 
trizza, a wild, rocky landscape of wind- 


| blown, wind-bitten boulders sprang up, 
| seeming to rise out of lush hillocks of 


white roses, gold and lavender wild 


flowers, olive trees, pines and twisted 
junipers—as if some giant gardener 
had landscaped a desert full of Arp 
sculpture. To the right were glimpses 
of the crystalline green seas that almost 
literally surround this coast of capes 
and peninsulas and scalloped beaches. 

I couldn’t see the hotel when I got 
there—only a lovely flowering ex- 
panse, which turned out to be its roof, 
for it’s built below road level, carved 
out of granite boulders that descend 
to rocky terraces and the sea itself. In- 
side it’s cool white as if plastered in 
frozen whipped cream with woodwork 
of tawny, twisted juniper trunks. I 
lived in a lovely little house up a hill 


Gulfs and coves, 
sandy strands and rocky 
beaches, and water the color 
of emeralds 


through roses, geraniums and vine-cov- 
ered trellises. There was nary a tanned 
size five to bug me, and rates at this 
smallest of the Consortium’s three ho- 
tels start at about $112 per person in 
low season (May 15 to June 9 and Sept. 
11 to 30) and about $140 in high season 
June 10 to Sept. 10), with meals in- 
cluded. Guests can golf at the Consor- 
tium’s rather fabulous Robert Trent 
Jones course at Pevero and play the 
courts at the tennis club. Club houses 
are low-key and quite posh. All was 
graceful, easygoing activities attuned 
to the water, which is this coast’s great 
come-on. (Continued on page 26)

Just to explore this expansive en- 
clave is sightseeing in itself. The man- 
made, 20-year-old town of Porto Cervo 
is the center, the cynosure here—its 
splendid yacht basin that can berth 600 
yachts of the fortunate, providing them 
grand landlubbing facilities at the 
yacht club. Those without a yacht to 
their name may hire one. The town, 
rising above the water, looks like a 
stage set purporting to be a centuries- 
old Mediterranean village—streaky 
pink buildings and the Hotel Cervo 
clustering together around a great pi- 
azza with arcaded shops and little lanes 
of boutiques. From the high road 
above Romazzina, where rosemary 
grows as tall as trees, you may overlook 
the palatial vacation villas of the very 
well-heeled and envy them their idyl-

lic surroundings. But set into the hills, 
seeming to grow out of them, there 
are colonies of apartments for those 
who'd like to rent a get-away-from-it- 
all, easy-upkeep resort place. There is 


land available, too, for those who'd like 
to build—pricey, of course, but not ex- 
traordinarily so in this time of the 
world. A 1,000-square-meter lot, if.my 
arithmetic doesn’t fail, would be about 
$25,000. 

The most remarkable and memora- 
ble of the three Consortium hotels is 
the Cala di Volpe on an iridescent bay 
that suggests beaching and yachting as 
a way of life and exactly where you’d 
expect to find those skinny beauties. 
Architecturally, it is a wondrous cav- 
ernous maze looking out to gardens 
and the sea. It is the work of French 


Mysterious stone towers, 
poppies and buttercups, all in 
a peasant’s vineyard 


architect Jacques Cuelle. At first look, 
one imagines that this might be “typi- 
cal” Sardinian architecture. But not so. 
Finding that there really is no distinc- 
tive Sardinian architecture, Cuelle 
seems to have invented it, taking in- 
spiration from those wind-torn boul- 
ders and the grottoes of this seacoast. 
Particularly lovely rooms are furnished 
with antique painted armoires, bright 
Sardinian embroideries from the town 
of Tonara, carved chestnut pieces and 
iron bedsteads—all really typical of 
Sardinian crafts. 

To see what might be the really typi-

cal Sardinian architecture, one must go 
outside the Costa Smeralda enclave to 
see the nuraghi, mysterious dry-stone 
built towers, tapering somewhat like 
West Indian sugar mills, their origins | 
lost in the mists of time when the early | 
Sardinians were water worshippers. 

Oddly enough, their descendants on 
the second largest island afloat in the 
Mediterranean seem to dislike the sea, 
preferring the quiet rural life of the 
shepherds (why leather and woven 
wool are good here), leaving the fishing 
of these fish-filled, lobster-rich waters 
to Italian fleets. Fish here are really 
beautiful—and delicious! 

I wandered afield one day to see the 
nuraghe Marchittu near Arzachena, 
and discovered it in a field of poppies 
and buttercups right next to a thriving 
vineyard. Sardinian wines are not bad, 
Vernaccia seeming to be a favorite. An- 
other day, in company of American ar- 
chitect Peter Schneck, whose own 
house here is another wonderful ex- 
ploitation of the boulder syndrome, I 
drove along the north coast past fan- 
tastic sea-sculpted rocks that look like 
fantasy monsters—the bear’s head, the 
turtle—visited the charming resort 
town of San Rafael and stopped by the 
Hotel Villagio, a peasant farmhouse 
and stables that have become a delight- 
ful inn. The remodeling urge has hit 
here, too, with many old farms being 
snapped up by those with a yen for 
a place by the sea. In the town of Pa- 
lau, I investigated the local coral jew- 
elry (coral comes from Albergho) and 
ran smack into a throng of American 
sailors on leave from the U.S. Naval 
Base on an island across the bay. And 
once, after a breezy, briny dash in a 
Chris-Craft to picnic on a lone island 
inhabited only by gulls, where the 
beach is strewn with beautiful pink and 
purple seaweed and coral shards, I 
found that I was really cut out for this 
sea-bound life, after all. 

Food here is excellent, although usu- 
ally in the continental fashion. For a

gnocchetti, grilled pig and 
.a delight called seata 


Sard dinner, I went to the Pescatore 
at Porto Cervo to feast on gnocchetti, 
the national small-grained pasta; roast 
pork; deep-fried pecorino (goat 
cheese); and a fried divinity of semo- 
lina and almonds called seata. They say 
the almond trees bloom frothy white 
in January. Old hands suggest that 
spring and early fall are loveliest here, 
when the summer crowds have depart- 
ed. For information on the Costa Smer- 
alda in particular: Consorzio Costa 
Smeralda, Porto Cervo (Sassari), Sar- 
dinia.

Q. Enclosed are pictures of a doll that has 
been in my possession for 45 years. It is 24 
inches tall and has a bisque head and a joint- 
ed body. On the back of the head is a mark 
(above).What is the age, country and value? 
—Mrs. A.Z., Greenwich, Conn 


A. The S and H initials were used by 
the Simon and Halbig factory in Gra- 
fenhain, Germany, which was known 
for the dolls’ heads it started making 
in the 1870s. It’s mark was not reg- 
istered until 1905. Using the mark K 
& R, another company, Kammer and 
Reinhardt, made dolls from about 1886 
to 1925, usually using bisque heads 
made by Simon and Halbig. (Simon 
and Halbig, incidentally, made many 
improvements on dolls’ eyes.) Your doll 
was made after 1909; it is worth $500 
or more depending on the condition.

A. Combinations of designs that includ- 
ed Greek heads, Egyptian heads and 
hoofs are characteristic of the Victorian 
ideas for silver design between 1860 
and 1880. The round shape of the pot 
in your set, the spindly legs, the elon- 
gated shaped handles, the laurel leaves 
and the medallion heads are almost 
identical to a silver-plated set made by 
the Meriden Co. in 1867. T. Kirkpat- 
rick was a retail store in New York. 
Medallion head silver is popular with 
collectors—examples were made _ by 
Gorham Co., Wood and Hughes, and 
George M. Shiebler. Your set is worth 
at least $2,500. 


Q. My pottery Ovaltine mug has a picture of 
Little Orphan Annie and the words ‘‘Manu- 
factured exclusively for the Wonder Co., Chi- 
cago, Makers of Ovaltine.’’ Can you tell me 
about it? —B.S., Denver, Colo 
A. The Orphan Annie radio show of 
the 1930s was sponsored by Ovaltine 
and dolls, buttons, rings, pins, mugs 





and shakers were some of the popular 
premiums offered. 
Your mug sold in 1935 for 10 cents 


plus a seal from Ovaltine. The recent 
Broadway musical brought new inter- 
est in Orphan Annie memorabilia—the 
mug sells for about $25.

Is your dog a potential biter? Find out 


before it’s too late. 


By MORDECAI SIEGAL 


It’s vital for all dog owners to recognize 
signs of canine aggression and to pre- 
vent a dog from biting. No one wants 
the family pet to harm anyone, and 
no one relishes lawsuits and medical 
expenses—or the possibility of having 
to surrender a loved dog to authorities. 

Most dogs who have bitten are not 
understood and often are viewed un- 
fairly in terms of canine behavior. 
Dogs who bite do so to defend their 
territory, possessions or dominance. 
Some defend their homes with great 
vigor and consider their human as 
much their personal property as their 
chow bowls. But, as any mailman can 
attest, dogs cannot always understand 
the difference between intruders and 
innocent strangers. 

WHY DOGS BITE 

A biting dog is aggressive or fearful. 
Usually the aggressive biter is a male. 
Fear biters are most often females, al- 
though male dogs can also be nervous. 
Aggressive dogs view their victims as 


enemies. Fear biters defend them- 
selves against an anticipated harm or 
respond uncontrollably to something

that terrifies them. Biters may also be 
dogs who have been abused, aban- 
doned, taught to be vicious or suffering 
from a medical problem. A dog who 
has once been beaten will have great 
fear of the human hand—and so to pet 
such a dog could invite a nip. 
THE WARNING SIGNS 

A barking dog never bites? Not nec- 
essarily, but a barker’s potential danger 
can be gauged by the ferocity of the 
barking and aggressive behavior. A dog 
who growls and snarls at you; chases 
people, bicycles or cars; or snaps and 
bullies is a potential biter. 

All owners should observe and try 
to understand their pets’ idiosyncra- 
cies—and then act quickly before the 
dog actually bites. 

THERE IS A CURE 

One of America’s leading trainers 
and a former officer in the Army K- 
9 Corps, Captain Arthur Haggerty of 
the Captain Haggerty School for Dogs 
in New York City, says obedience 
training is the cure for biting. 

“A veterinarian will tell you to cas- 
trate an aggressive male dog with a 
biting problem” Haggerty says. “How- 
ever, it will take at least six weeks to 
see a change in any dog’s behavior. 
I can have the dog trained by then, 
giving the owner control. Castrating 
an aggressive male dog will help cor- 
rect his biting, but the dog will still 
need training. Some dogs require both 
measures. Obedience training is the 
answer for correcting biting in female 
dogs. When your dog bites, you are 
already six weeks too late.” 

THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN 
GUARD DOGS AND BITING DOGS 

Some believe that having a dog who 
bites is a security measure, like the 
presence of a guard dog. But guard 
dogs, such as those in the military, po- 
lice or security firms, are not animals 
taught to bite. They are professionally 
skilled, efficient working dogs—and 
absolutely obedient to their handlers. 
They do what they’re ordered to do— 
nothing more. Training your own 
“guard dog” is like toying with a gun. 
A dog “trained” by an amateur is not 
a guard, but merely a dog whose be- 
havior could be unpredictable and dis- 
astrous. 

A dog who bites must be dealt with 
quickly. The Koehler Method of Dog 
Training, Howell Book House, is a 
good book to consult, but remember, 
a professional trainer is, of course, the 
best solution of all.

en? Perhaps, and, then again, perhaps 
not. Yet, during the time they had re- 
mained in the house, the kitchen 
would have been a joy for them. 

Some work rarely brings back more 
than a fraction, if any, of one’s invest- 
ment. One golf nut spent $7,800 to 
build a nine-hole putting green in his 
backyard; the house was sold to tennis 
nuts, to whom the putting green was 
worth nothing, and who promptly 
spent $20,000 to replace it with a ten- 
nis court, another “poor” investment. 

Other improvements which realtors 
say bring little monetary return are 
basement recreation rooms, a fourth 
bedroom, a concrete patio, a swim- 
ming pool and extensive decorating. 

The best advice—think of remodel- 
ing as an investment in your own hap- 
piness; added resale value is a bonus. 
If spending $30,000 will give you the 
kitchen you want, and you intend to 
stay where you are for years, the ex- 
penditure may be worth it to you. But 
keep in mind that from an investment 
standpoint you can overspend—in the 
kitchen or anywhere else. If, for ex- 
ample, you live in a neighborhood of 
$75,000 to $90,000 houses, that 
$30,000 kitchen may make 
your house’s monetary value $120,000— 
more than anyone would want to 
spend to live in that neighborhood. 

Beside the possible monetary re- 
wards, remodeling is moving to a new 
house without the anguish of moving. 
It is a renewal of enthusiasm, a revi- 
talization of environment that can in-

spire. For many, remodeling is an at- 
tractive alternative to the out-of-reach 
costs of new housing. While hiring a 
contractor, making design decisions 
and selecting materials are vital, the 
bottom line is rounding up funds.

1. Don’t let the space under the stairs 
go to waste. Add shelves for toys or 
build roll-out bins. Or simply stack a 
pyramid of big, round cardboard tubes 
(available from carpet stores) and fill 
them with sports or cleaning gear. 

2. Add a clothes rod down low in your 
closet—and hang your boots from plas- 
tic boot forms with hooks on the top 
(available at variety and shoe stores). 

3. Does your closet have sliding doors 
that allow half-an-eye’s view? Convert 
them to french doors that open out. 
You'll be able to see your entire ward- 
robe at a glance—and use insides of 
doors for storage (tie, belt racks, etc). 

4. Add a shelf above your kitchen door 
and line it with covered baskets filled 
with cookie cutters, food processor at- 
tachments, special pastry tins—all the 
cooking gear you don’t use regularly. 
5. Here’s a way to create a library 
without devoting valuable wall space 
to bookshelves: Run bookshelves 
around a door or window. And, if 
you re using them as a window frame, 
add a banquette beneath the window 
sill—the seat will look built in, and the 
window will look recessed. 

6. There’s a gallery space inside your 
closet door—use it to hang snapshots 
or children’s art. Or turn your bath- 
room into a miniature gallery. Hang 
all the pictures you love (but don’t fit 
in your decorating scheme). Mix them 
with flair—the idea is to create a col- 
lagelike effect. 

7. One of the best toy depots is an otto- 
man with storage inside. Build a ply- 
wood box and cover it with industrial 
carpet. Add a carpet-covered lid and 
a comfy cushion, and you have a great 
seat. Or expand the idea and make a 
banquette to hold magazines, record 
albums, files and, of course, toys. 

8. Hang a wicker bicycle basket near 
the door or the telephone—for note 
pads and pencils, letters to be mailed, 
gloves, car keys and reminders. 

9. Is there space between your upper 
kitchen cabinets and the ceiling? Hang 
a short colorful curtain to hide all kinds 
of seldom-used cooking gear. 

10. Short on wall space for book stor- 
age? Pull your sofa away from the wall 
and surround it with arm-height book- 
cases at the back and the ends.

his is the house Aileen and Victor Pur- 

cell always wanted—simple, spacious, 

blessed with spectacular views. Its 
transformation from a small A-frame cottage 
was the result of dramatic remodeling. ‘““When 
fire destroyed the rear third of the house, it 
was the impetus we needed to redo it en- 
tirely,” says Mrs. Purcell. Architect Peter Hen- 
drickson doubled their space by extending the 
living room, originally just the area under the 
roof peak, to encompass a porch and by add- 
ing a two-story bedroom wing. The attic floor

Luxurious gray flannel 
covers a 
whole wall of closets 


ere’s a storage system—a whole bedroom wall 
H of floor-to-ceiling closets—that literally has 

a place for everything. To give it the look 
of a luxurious screen, designer Eric Bernard glued Da- 
cron padding on to the wood inside and out, then 
tacked gray flannel fabric over it—an upholstery trick 
and soundproofing device that’s repeated on the walls. 
(It also covers wall defects.) Inside the closets, Mr. 
Bernard installed shelves and airtight, clear plastic 
drawers like those used in department stores to keep 
clothes dust-free and visible. A closet shelf that slides 
in and out and pivots holds the television, while 
recessed lighting in the ceiling illuminates storage.

ou'll find a wine tasting brings out the best—in people and wine. Conversation hums as guests 


make new friends and revive old acquaintances, among themselves and with the wines they taste. 
Even if you’re not sure how much you know about wine, a fabulous tasting’s a breeze to do. 
One easy way is to let a knowledgeable wine merchant be your guide. He’ll help you make 
an appropriate selection of wines to compare and be your guide pricewise, too. If you think 
it’s more fun, and we do, have a theme for your tasting, such as the sampling of California 
wines in the picture on the previous page. Below are some good, yet simple suggestions of groups 
of wines for tasting. They’re planned around the fact that most people find 6 to 12 wines enough 


to sample and remember in one session. 


THE PARTY SETUP 


o add to your guests’ enjoyment, plan your party so everyone 
can mingle and chat. The best way is to have an informal 
stand-up tasting. (Sit-down and blind tastings where bottles 
are covered are for real pros.) Place the wines on a large table 
(or two) with plenty of room between them so secvzral people 
can help themselves to a wine at the same time. Its always 
nice, too, for the host(ess) to say a few words about the selection 
of wines—the basis for comparison—before you start. More tips: 


@ Number the wines in tasting order if you wish, and have 
a corresponding mimeographed or photocopied sheet of paper 
with names and prices. Provide pencils for note taking. 

@ Have plenty of wine. After everyone’s sampled all the wines, 
you'll probably have some left to serve with a light supper. You 
could also provide an inexpensive jug wine for later. 

@ Place baskets or bowls of cubed French bread on the tables— 
bread helps cleanse the palate between tastings of the different 
wines. Although most wine experts allow no food, for your party 
purposes you could serve some cheeses—earthy and tangy cheeses 
(Blue, Stilton, Cheddar) for full-bodied red wines; milder hard 
cheeses (Swiss, Jarlsberg, Gruyére) with delicate, fruity wines; 
milder fat-full soft and semi-soft cheeses (Brie, Camembert, Gou- 
da, Munster) for dry white wines or fine red wines. 

@ Provide /ots of glasses. The easiest way to do this is by using 
4- to 6-ounce disposable plastic ones. Or give each guest an 
all-purpose wine glass and provide a bowl of water for rinsing. 

@ Chill white and rosé wines until serving time. Then open 
them. Open red wines 15 minutes to an hour ahead of time 
so they can “breathe,” to develop their flavors. 

@ Incidentally, be sure to have several reliable corkscrews on 
hand. The wing-type and zigzag ones work especially well.

HOW TO TASTE A WINE 


Of course, the first object of your tast- 
ing is to have a fabulous party—to un- 
cork and unwind. If, however, you 
want to taste wine in a more profes- 
sional manner, here’s how to do it. 


@ Pour only an ounce or two—about Y, 
of a glass. This leaves room in the glass 
for the wine’s bouquet, or scent, to develop. 
@ First, look at the wine. Tilt the glass 
away from you and study the color at the 
outer edge. Is it bright, unclouded? 

@ Next, sniff. Swirl the wine slightly in 
the glass, then inhale. The bouquet of a 
wine gives a strong impression of its taste. 
For example, Moselle and Beaujolais smell 
more flowery or fruity than a complex Bor- 
deaux or Cabernet Sauvignon. 

@ Finally, taste. Take a generous mouthful 
of the wine. Let it fill your mouth. Try 
to suck it to the back of your mouth, where 
your taste buds are fresher. Allow your 
tongue to experience the full taste. Your 
mouth can tell you whether the wine is 
sweet, sour or acidic. Also if it’s watery 
or oily, sparkling or still. 

@ Do not smoke during the tasting. 

@ Jot down your impressions of the wine, 
first pleasant, then negative ones, and give 
it a rating of 1 to 10, with 10 highest. 

@ When all the wines have been tasted, 
the group, led by the host, may compare 
notes and rate each wine, 1 to 10.

wine—Chianti, Barolo or Valpolicella. 
5. A Spanish Rioja—these are growing 
in popularity here and are often well 
priced. 6. A South American red from 
Argentina or Chile. 7. A Hungarian or 
Rumanian red, again often well priced. 
8., 9., 10. From the United States, have 
a California Cabernet, Pinot Noir and 
Zinfandel. Note: Some wines, especial- 
ly reds, can be costly because of their 
fame, scarcity or excellence. Our se- 
lection is more modest, but you might 
wish to add one great wine (a chateau 
wine or estate-bottled Burgundy of 
some age) as a frame of reference. 
EUROPEAN AND AMERICAN WINES 
MADE FROM THE SAME GRAPE The 
trick here is to get two wines of com- 
parable quality made from the same 
grape. Trust your wine merchant, but 
remember, price may also provide a 
clue. 1., 2. A red chateau Bordeaux 
and a California Cabernet Sauvignon. 
3., 4. A red Burgundy and a California 
Pinot Noir or a white Burgundy and 
a California Pinot Chardonnay.

SAME WINE/DIFFERENT YEARS This 
tasting may be harder to put together, 
but it’s well worth the effort. The com- 
parison is made by tasting the youngest 
vintage first, then working back by age 
to the oldest. A well-stocked wine shop 
should be able to supply the same cha- 
teau Bordeaux, Burgundy, California 
Cabernet or Pinot Noir of five to six 
succeeding years. 

SAME WINE/DIFFERENT VINTNERS 
Here again, your wine merchant 
should be able to supply 5 to 6 com- 
parable wines from different shippers. 
A good choice for this tasting is Beau- 
jolais, but you might try it with red 
Burgundies or red Bordeaux wines of 
the same type. Among California 
wines, use Cabernets or Pinot Noirs. 
PRICE COMPARISON This is a useful 
way to compare inexpensive wines if 
you plan to buy a case or two for ev- 
eryday drinking. If you like, compare 
jug wines at reasonable prices—you'll 
be amazed at the variety! 

Once you’ve given a wine-tasting 
party you'll probably want to have 
many more. And, you'll find that as 
you really taste wine rather than just 
drink it, your perceptions will become 
keener, your interest more intense, 
your memory of the wines you've tast- 
ed clearer and, most of all, your en- 
joyment greater. Not only at a tasting 
party but every day as well! ™

SPINACH CREPES WITH 
MUSHROOM FILLING 





Prepare crepe batter at least 1 hour 
before baking. 
Crepes: 
2 cups tightly packed fresh 
spinach, well rinsed and 
stemmed

JANUARY is “time out” for most gardeners, so it’s a good 
time for taking care of chores you've neglected: sharpening blades 
on garden tools, checking stored summer-flowering bulbs for mold 
and mildew and inspecting the outdoor garden for frost-heaved 
perennials or the occasional evergreen that might need watering. 
But, for the most part, this is the time for avid gardeners to 
relax. Impossible! Gardeners long for spring. Fortunately, mail- 
order nurseries provide spring garden catalogs for a preview of 
things to come. Resist the temptation to go overboard. Order 
some seeds of old favorites and include a few new varieties. Pay 
attention to height, color and form, keeping in mind your available 
space and growing conditions of your area. 


CARE FOR CHRISTMAS GIFT PLANTS 


CARING for Christmas gift plants is 
tricky. These plants were grown by 
professional horticulturalists in ideal 
conditions with proper light, humidity 
and temperature. Now they have been 
thrust into environments that are less 
than ideal. This shocking upheaval 
contributes to a high mortality rate, 
and even with the best care, many 
gift plants simply cannot survive the 
indoor environment. Although a cool 
environment will prolong bloom, 
plants such as Senecio hybrids (Flo- 
rists cineraria) and calceolaria (the 
pocketbook plant) should be enjoyed 
as though they were cut flowers to 
be discarded when they start to fade. 

@ Some Christmas gift plants will last 
and bloom over and over. The poin- 
settia is the undisputed champion. It’s 
not unusual for today’s cultivated va- 
rieties to hold their colorful bracts (the 
modified leaves surrounding the 
plant’s tiny yellow flowers) until July. 
When bracts fade, cut the plants back 
to six inches above the soil level and 
place in the window that lets in the 
greatest amount of sunlight. Feed the 
plants with a 5-10-5 fertilizer until Oct 
1. At that time, these plants must have 
16 hours of uninterrupted darkness for 
40 nights. You can cover the plants 
at night with a box or a dark plastic 
bag. Or, place a large box open to 
the window over the plant for the en- 
| tire 40 day-and-night period. Starting 
routine in October will insure 

lowering by Christmas. 

| @ Christmas cacti are less demanding 
| than poinsettias. Many people leave 
these plants in their summering places 
outdoors until frost sets in. The shor-

tening daylight hours and cool, dry 
weather will often induce the bright 
crab-claw flowers to form. For indoor 
forcing, simulate cool, dry tempera- 
tures with long, dark nights. 

@ Gloxinias are good choices for the 
warm, humid indoor garden or for the 
artificial light garden. After blossoms 
fade and foliage browns, twist off the 
stems at soil level, allow soil to dry 
and place pots containing the dor- 
mant, potatolike tubers away from) 
light (but place where you won't forget 
them).

They should receive 16 
hours of light and be placed very close 
to fluorescent tubes in the artificial 
light garden.

12 months) are a potential source. 
Even growth: stocks are fair game if 
work contributes to your house’s value. 

Nontaxable municipal bonds are 
worth more than their six to eight per- 
cent interest, due to their tax status. 
Don’t cash them in; accrue the interest 
for future jobs. 

@ Life insurance: If you’re going to 
borrow, a loan on a straight life policy 
is least expensive, short of interest-free 
money from a relative (interest-free, 
but not always emotion-free.) Your pre- 
1975 policy probably has a loan agree- 
ment at five or six percent interest and 
enough equity to make borrowing 
worthwhile. A post-1975 policy may 
demand interest of up to eight per- 
cent, though it’s unlikely you would 
ave built up that much capital. 

Borrow so long as you are sufficiently 
strong-willed to pay back the funds. 
Insurance company records show a 
propensity among borrowers to cancel 
a policy on which they have borrowed 
heavily. Also remember that when you 
reduce equity, you reduce coverage. 

@ Home improvement loans: At an av- 
erage 14'/ percent interest and a pay- 
back period of 10 to 15 years, remod- 
eling loans are readily available in most 
areas. A limit on the amount—gener- 
ally $15,000—restricts these loans to 
somewhat modest projects. 

@ FHA Title I loans: In the past, gov- 
ernment-insured remodeling loans 
were sought for their under-market in- 
terest rates. Today, FHA-backed 
loans—at this writing—carry an inter- 
est rate of 1514 percent, not exactly 
a bargain. Terms: up to $15,000 and 
15 years. Still, there are some minor 
advantages in government-set rules for 
the remodeling contractor, and in 
some locales, 1514 percent may be un- 
der the local rate for a conventional 
loan. 

@ Refinanced mortgage: With mort- 
gage interest rates at current high lev- 
els, this becomes a source for funds 
when a) the job is large—$25,000 and 
up—and b) when no other sources are 
available. If you’ve held your mortgage 
for any length of time, the new con- 
tract is going to cost more. 

Last summer, interest rates shot up 
to 18 percent in many metropolitan 
areas. If that’s the rate of your current 
mortgage, it certainly makes sense to 
step down to a lower rate, while taking 
out some equity for a major redo. 

Refinancing may also be a means for 


| keeping monthly payments manage- 


able. A home improvement loan on top 


| of a mortgage may prove too costly. 


Extracting funds from your mortgage 
will indeed raise the ultimate price you 
pay, but could keep monthly payments 
low enough to absorb easily.

DIARY 


Notes on all sorts of things from a decorator’s little black book 





THE WORKROOM LOOK 

Midge Harris, former and I hope fu- 
ture client, called me front and center 
to discuss the repair of a Bow figurine 
in her French provincial sitting room. 
“Who did those café curtains,” I won- 
dered, because next to a strong line 
of credit a decorator’s best friend is 
a dependable fabric workroom that 
can without hassle and with ease whip 
up scalloped hopsacking slipcovers or 
Victorian swags trimmed with Scala- 
mandre bullion fringe. Midge caught 
my querying eye. “I made those myself 
from some old chintz I found in Moth- 
er’s attic—really to try my hand at my 
new White sewing machine that does 
everything but bake waffles.” This was 
Midge, who used to think a thread was 
a leitmotiv that ran through the plot 
of a novel. “Quelle seamstress,” said 
I, “but how did neophyte you manage 
that deep shirring on the valance and 
the curtain headings? They look more 
than four inches deep to me.” 

“They are—but I cannot lie. It’s all 
done with some new broad curtain 
rods I found browsing through some 
department store—Bloomie’s, I think.” 

“Name the rod,” said I. 

“It’s 4% inches deep, made by 
Kirsch and called the Continental. It 
makes skinnier rods look like weak sis- 
ters, and you can get all sorts of im- 
pressive effects with it by adding one 
rod next to another—deep valances, 
for example, over window spans, up 
to 150 inches. I just followed their in- 
structions. Of course they come with 
brackets that adjust to the space you 
need,” she added vaguely. “Bruce in- 
stalled the bracke ts.” 

“That figures,” I thought on depar- 
ture. But I also thought I ought to visit 
more department stores instead of 
hanging around so much in decorators’ 
showrooms. 

IDEAS PURLOINED FROM THE PROS 

Ellen Lehman McCluskey, glorifier 
of as many great hotels as private 
houses and Park Avenue apartments, 
has a private bugaboo—the front door 
that lands you directly into the living 
room, a baddie in so many apartments. 
She counters this by creating a little 
foyer or anteroom in the entrance 
area, intercepting the bald, full-scale 
view of the living room by interrupting 


pace with a screen, an étagére, a room

divider, an etched glass panel. These 
semipartitions add to the visual excite- 
ment of entering the room, which be- 
comes a pleasanter surprise when it 
isn’t revealed in one fell swoop. 

Bob Patino, a wizard at decorating 
in close quarters and also a small-stor- 
age-space maven, has three pet storage 
solutions: 

l. “Turn a single closet into an ar- 
moire.” Trick: Hang clothes in lower 
area as close to the floor as possible. 
Above this, put a reachable catchall 
shelf for folded shirts, sweaters, 
scarves, jewelry, maybe in baskets, but 
light the shelf with a long fluorescent 
tube. Above, if there’s still space, add 
an adjustable shelf for more duffle. 
Save the upper reaches for a deep shelf 
to stash luggage right up to the ceiling. 

“Any drawer can be an instant 


jewelry chest if you line it with thin 


foam rubber to keep things from skid- 
ding around and add compartmental- 
ized boxes for your Kohinoors and Car- 
tier studs.” 

3. “Don’t overlook potential storage 
space in that inevitable old-apartment- 
house-radiator-under-a-window. Box it 


in a window-wide plywood cabinet 
that has a grille on top to release the 
heat and shelves at each end with in- 
conspicuous touch-lock doors, all paint- 
ed the wallcover color.” 
APPLES OF YOUR EYE 

With the current rage for collect- 
ibles, I recall a college classmate who 
had amassed several bureau drawers 
full of apple cores before she was sent 
home for a rest. To each his own, of 
course—Stutz Bearcats, barbed wire, 
inkwells, thimbles, anything with but- 
terflies on it, ad infinitum. Had I the 
wherewithal and expert eye, I'd fill my 
vitrines with Battersea enamel pill- 
boxes with “Love the giver” on them, 
antique Imari or 18th-century shoe 
buckles that sometimes turn up at 
James Robinson’s treasure-shop—es- 
tablishment collecting, hardly in the 
same league with today’s esoterica. But 
now, more esoteric still, comes an in- 
ternational coterie of collectors who 
garner “Ephemera.” This encompasses 
once-tossed-out printed matter like 
ticket stubs, theater programs, election 


handbills, and similar tidbits reflecting | 


social history (ephemeralists call them- 
selves “wastebasket archeologists’). 
And lest you think ephemera is friv- 
olous stuff, know this: aficionados are 
banded in the Ephemera Society, 
founded in London in 1975; 1980 was 
Ephemera Year; a World Ephemera 
Congress was held in London last Sep- 
tember and, icing on the cake, it was 
underwritten by Sotheby Parke Ber- 
net, that @éminence grise of auction 
houses that does not take ephemera 
lightly. The American branch of the 
society, which put on its own show last 
year, is headed by Calvin Otto, 124 
Elm St., Bennington, VT 05201. 

For the benefit of beginning collec- 
tors the auction house of Christie’s is 
putting out an /nternational Collectors 
Series, books on collecting original 
prints, fans, Victorian ceramic tiles, 
phonographs and gramaphones, de- 
canters, microscopes, paper money 
and bonds, all written by experts, each 
at $14.95, from Mayflower Books.

Roman-stripe candies of Morelia and 
the ghoulish sugar skeletons given to 
children on the Day of the Dead. We 
acquired a taste for guacamole, torti- 
llas, tacos, huevos rancheros; learned 
how to drink tequila with a scoop of 
salt and a splash of lime; and savored 
our salt-frosted margaritas. 

Some things haven’t changed a bit. 
Mexicans haven’t lost their zest for a 
fiesta at the drop of a sombrero, and 
somewhere there always seems to be 
the sound of the mariachis who origi- 
nated in Guadalajara in the French 
days of Emperor Maximilian and got 
their name from playing at French 
weddings, or mariages. 

To be sure, Guadalajara, a bastion 
of the Spanish Colonial influence, is 
now undergoing a drastic 19-block up- 
heaval that by 1983 will put a shopping 
mall right in the old district’s heart. 
But should that not be expected of a 
fast-expanding city of 2!/, million, 
with a rose-scented, clement climate 
that attracts retirees by the thousands? 

The mall will stretch from the 
charming Degollado Theater to the 
Hospicio Cabanas, the onetime or- 
phanage which houses the fierce his- 
tory-telling murals of Orozco. Who can 
say what architectural details may have 
been lost to the bulldozer, but there 
still remains in full glory the twin- 
spired white and gold cathedral that 
was begun in 1561. And even if the 
town’s Libertad Market is a behemoth 
of modernity, it’s still a profusion of 
the noise and spicy colors that Mex- 
icans love to put together. 

Charros, those grand-outfitted, sil- 
ver-bedight gentlemen riders, originat- 
ed in Guadalajara, so did the Mexican 
Hat Dance; and the town of Tequila, 
where they caught on to making booze 
out of cactus, is a few miles away, so 
the Tapatios, as the people of Guada- 
lajara call themselves, stand for what 
the world thinks of as Mexican. 

In truth the city still suggests the 
19th-century elegance of mansions 
where sefioras in lace mantillas served 
afternoon chocolate in tiny porcelain 
cups. The romantically inclined can re- 
capture the feeling by sightseeing via 
horse and carriage. Others do well 
with a walking tour guide offered by 
the Guadalajara Visitors and Conven- 
tion Bureau, compiled by Carlos Me- 
lendez A. and Dayton Herzog, the lat- 
ter a former New Yorker who lives 
‘lose by in crafts-oriented Tlaquepa- 






que, where he runs an excellent gar- 
den restaurant and an art gallery, 
known as the Restaurant and Gallery | 
With No Name. 

As for Mexican crafts, I find them 
far less exciting than they used to be. 
With every good intention to encour- 
age their artisans and keep the skills 
alive, the states of Mexico have created 
centers of crafts where you may buy © 
the indigenous products. The state of 
Jalisco has a particularly handsome | 
center in Guadalajara, but somehow © 
the handwork is too self-consciously 
shown and the buying experience 
many a step removed from the human 
give and take of dealing directly with 
the craftsman. 

A drive to Tlaquepaque is reveal- | 
ing—the little town that has presum- | 
ably always been a center of crafts has 
gone through a curious urban renewal, 
so that its Avenida Independencia, | 
lined with magnificent stone colonial 
town houses with wondrous gardens 
turned into shops, is now a clean-swept 
mall. What matters most is that this 
is still a town of artisans, a place to 
find a potter, an iron welder, a glass 
blower, a weaver, a silversmith, or a 
stonemason who can fashion whatever 
you may want. : 

Fun—F] Andariego for a drink in the 
patio where children in charro cos- 
tume may regale you with song, or a

meal under the trees in the barnyard 
of the Cazadores, the Hunters’ house, 
where the fare is sausages on a spit, 
hot chili sauce, melted cheese and 
beefsteak, to serenades of strolling ma- 
riachis and folk dancing. 

Dedicated sightseers and historians 
will enjoy the older fashioned Hotel 
Mendoza right in the old town. But 
in Guadalajara you might lead the re- 
sort life, never going near town. El Ta- 
patio is a most ambitious hilltop com- 
munity of stone casitas, restaurants and 
pools. My favorite for the relaxed life 
is the Camino Real, one of the well- 
run Western International hotels.

work created by artisans outside of cul- 
turally isolated immigrant communi- 
ties. Nearly everyone, however, agrees 
that folk art was created by and for 
the common man. Often its roots are 
based in utility. A purely functional 
redware plate or a stoneware storage 
jug is now viewed as a work of art. 
Its brilliantly conceived decoration el- 
evates it far beyond functionality. 

Appreciation for the folk arts is es- 
sentially a 20th-century phenomenon. 
“Discovered” in the 1920s when 
American artists began seeking their 
academic roots, it has gained wide- 
spread recognition with the help of 
pioneering museum exhibits. In 1930 
Abby Aldrich Rockefeller, one of the 
first great folk-art collectors, loaned a 
large number of pieces for an exhibit 
at the Newark Museum. 

But it wasn’t until the Museum of 
Modern Art, an institution which usu- 
ally exhibited contemporary work, pre- 
sented its 1932 exhibit that folk art re- 
ceived national and international 
attention. This exhibit helped establish 
a link between the expressiveness of 
folk artists and the abstract work of 
modern American artists. 

In the years since, museums across 
the country have all acknowledged the 
folk arts in varying degrees. Some have 
assembled major collections viewed by 
thousands each year. The Museum of 
Fine Arts in Boston; the Philadelphia 
Museum of Art; the Henry Ford Mu- 
seum in Dearborn, Mich.; the Inter-

national Folk Art Museum in Santa Fe; 
the Shelburne Museum, Inc., in Shel- 
burne, Vt.; and Old Sturbridge Village 
in Sturbridge, Mass., are all excellent 
places to visit and learn about folk art. 

New York City has its own special 
claim to the folk-art field. The first re- 
corded exhibition of American folk art 
was at the Whitney Studio Club in 
1924. Paintings were borrowed from 
personal collections of many of major 
contemporary artists of the day includ- 
ing Charles Sheeler, Charles Demuth 
and Yaso Kuniyoshi. In 1961, a group 


| of collectors founded the Museum of 


Early American Folk Arts. Through 
fine exhibitions and aggressive publi- 
cation programs, this institution, later 
renamed the Museum of American 
Folk Art, has emerged as the acknowl- 
edged leader of folk-art scholarship in 
the world’s art capital. 


IS FOLK ART BEING MADE TODAY? 

Controversy about modern folk art, 
“primitive” works being made by mod- 
ern, self-taught artists, has raged ever 
since the distinguished dealer and au- 
thor Sidney Janis first published his 
book, They Taught Themselves: Ameri- 
can Primitive Painters of the Twentieth 
Century, in 1942. Conservative collec- 
tors felt that many of the artists in- | 
cluded painted for money and there- 
fore they were not valid folk artists. | 
Little did the collectors realize that the | 
greatest outpouring of folk expres- 
sion—portraiture—was also created for | 
money and that the folk portraitist | 
earned his living from his art. 

The legitimacy of 20th-century folk 
or naive art has been greatly aided by 
the National Endowment for the Arts, | 
one of three major federal agencies |

created to perpetuate the cultural life 
of the American nation. It has recently 
established a folk-arts division that pro- 
vides funds for research, film and ex- 
hibitions dealing with living artists. 

Today many of the best naive paint- 
ers could be classified as memory 
painters. Artists like Mattie Lou O’Kel- 
ly from Georgia (see her “Big Farm 
in Spring,” page 64), Tella Kitchen 
from Ohio and Kathy Jakobsen and 
Malcah Zeldis, both originally from 
Michigan, paint vibrant, action-filled 
scenes of a fast disappearing lifestyle. 

Another controversy has emerged as 
scholarship has increased. Are carousel 
figures, circus carvings and “factory” 
weather vanes really folk artP Often 
they were worked on by more than 
one person or mass-produced in lim- | 
ited quantities in studios. Museums | 
tend to sidestep this issue. Few cura- 
tors would refuse to display a factory | 
weather vane in an exhibition of folk | 
art even though it was produced by 
hammering copper into a metal mold | 
which could have resulted in a large | 
number of nearly identical pieces. | 

COLLECTING FOLK ART 

Initially, folk-art collectors were an- 
tique furniture collectors who acquired | 
paintings and sculpture as accessories | 
for their homes. Folk art helped ap- | 
proximate lifestyles from earlier peri- 
ods. By the early 1960s, many modern | 
art collectors saw similarity to contem- | 
porary art in the best efforts of folk | 
artists. The willful disregard of per- 
spective and the arbitrary decision to 
minimize all that was not essential to 
the artist’s view are aspects of folk art 
that appeal to the modern collector. 

If folk art attracts you, focus on the 
best. It’s far more desirable to acquire 
one major (Continued on page 32)

piece than to purchase several inex- 
pensive, inferior pieces which are nev- 
er as aesthetically pleasing. In addition, 
they do not substantially appreciate in 
value. As in all collecting, quality is 
the keyword. Acquire the best of the 
past to enrich your future. 

It is always better for collectors to 
specialize. Decide what areas of folk 
art interest you most; visit exhibitions 
in galleries and museums that focus 
upon your special interest, attend an- 
tique shows and ask questions. Good 
dealers are probably among the most 
knowledgeable of all people in the 
field, and they are generous with their 
knowledge. Do not hesitate to question 
them, and be certain that the answers 
you get are logical and valid. 

Prices for folk art have escalated in 


the last several years at an astonishing 
rate. When a major piece enters a mu- 
seum collection, it means that what re- 
mains in the marketplace is that much

rarer. Anyone making a major acqui-| 
sition should be exacting. Demand a 
written guarantee which includes a full 
description of the piece, the name of 
the maker, the period in which it was 
executed and a full disclosure of all res- 
toration. In addition, a written state- 
ment on the bill of sale should indicate 
that if any of the stated information 
is incorrect, the piece can be returned 
for a full cash refund. Should a dealer 
be hesitant to provide such a docu- 
ment, look elsewhere. 

Folk art blends with every lifestyle 
and every mode of decoration. A great 
folk painting hangs compatibly over a 
Mies van der Rohe Barcelona chair, 
and a handsome weather vane sits 
comfortably on top of a chrome and 
glass table. The folk traditions of the 
past are, at the moment at least, still 
accessible. Study them, acquire them, 
live with them, and enrich your life.

Our choices for the handiest tools to keep 
your house in tip-top shape 


By JOSEPH R. PROVEY 


Often the hardest thing about doing 
a home repair is finding the right tool 
when and where you need it. The so- 
lution: a tool kit that rounds up the 
basic tools you'll need to handle any 
number of minor repairs. The kit 
should be compact enough to store in 
a nearby drawer, cabinet or closet— 
always ready for action. 

With this kit in hand, you can fix 
dripping faucets, cabinet doors that 
don’t close, loose tiles—and much 
more. Best of all, it will probably pay 
for itself the first time it saves you from 
calling in a repairman. An hour at a 
hardware store is all you'll need to 
gather everything together. Buy extras, 
too, and make a gift kit for a friend. 


| Here are the 21 tools and supplies that 


can make you a repair wizard: 

1. Staple gun: A tool for the instant 
decorator, it’s great for reupholstering 
chair seats, mounting fabric graphics 
or attaching fabric to walls. 





Stock your repair kit with the 21 carefully 
selected tools shown above and the 
supplies described on page 104. The 
container can be a simple box, with 
holders or dividers as shown at left, or a 
ready-made steel tool chest which can be 
painted or gaily stenciled. Store your kit 
where you can get to it easily—eliminate 
rummaging for the right tool or making 
last-minute unnecessary trips to the 
hardware store. Note: Numbers in the 
photo refer to those in the text. 


2. Putty knife: Use it to press putty 
and wood filler into dents, holes and 
cracks in wallboard and woodwork. 

3. Pry bar: A basic, multipurpose, 
clawed tool, it gives you leverage for 
prying molding and pulling nails. Some 
models are designed to perform as 
paint scrapers, too. 

4. Adjustable wrench: Use it for 
tightening and loosening nuts of dif- 
ferent sizes. A large model gives you 
more leverage, but is tougher to use 
in confined areas. Choose one 6 or 8 
inches long. A good way to get extra 
leverage when loosening tight screws) 
is to use a wrench fitted around the 
shank of a square-bladed screwdriver. 

5. Nail hammer: This essential tool 
can be used to hang pictures, refix loos- 
ened molding, pull nails or drive a nail 
set (see 19). A 13-ounce model is suf- 
ficient for most light-duty jobs. 

6. Hand drill: It’s great for making

screws when installing all sorts of fix- 
tures. Since it’s hand-powered, it re- 
quires no electricity, no extension 
cords—and no searching for chuck 
keys or drill bits. The model shown 
(Stanley, No. 03-222) operates like an 
egg beater and stores an assortment 
of bits in the hollow handle. 





Keep this collection of basic supplies on 
hand. They will let you quickly make 
dozens of repairs around the house. 


7. File: Keep one handy for de-bur- 
ring and rounding sharp plastic or met- 
al edges on counters and cabinets. 

8 to 11. Screwdrivers. Include cabi- 
net-style screwdriver with 6-inch blade 
and %/,6-inch tip for reaching recessed 
screws (8); standard screwdriver with 
4-inch square blade and */6-inch wide 
tip for general purpose work (9); Phil- 
lips head screwdriver with 3- or 4-inch 
blade and '/-inch diameter tip (10);

nheralded in their lifetimes, 

our folk artists would prob- 

ably be surprised to see their 
works—the very ones we’ve gath- 
ered on these pages—in museums 
and galleries today. Here Dr. Robert 
Bishop, director of the Museum of 
American Folk Art, tells how the 
works of self-taught folk artists rose 
to museum status and offers buying 


guidelines for collectors: 


Appreciation for all types of 
American art has increased dra- 
matically in the last several 
years—but none currently en- 
joys the popularity of the folk 
arts, which range from such 
three-dimensional objects as 
weather vanes and ships’ figure- 
heads to delicately hued water- 
colors, strikingly bold portraits 
and action-filled genre pictures. 

Folk art, because of its com- 
plexity of form and medium, is 
difficult to define. Traditionally 
folk art was created by immi- 
grants who settled in America 
in cultural pockets where they 
continued to use inherited de- 
sign motifs. The Germans in 
Pennsylvania, the Swedes in the 
Delaware River Valley, the 
Dutch in the Hudson River Valley and the 
English in New England exemplify this 
concept. Defining folk art as ethnic expres- 
sion meant that it was clearly separated 
from the stylistic trends of academic art, 
but recently scholars have come to question 
this definition. They feel it is too restrictive 
and that it does not take into consideration

18. Tape measure: It’s indispensable for taking the 
guesswork out of planning size and locations for all of 
your projects. 

19. Nail set: Use it to drive finishing-nail heads below 
woodwork surface, so they can be hidden with wood filler, 
then painted over. Select one with a %/2-inch point for 
most interior jobs. 

20. Paint brush: An artist’s brush, kept in your tool 
box, is good for quick touch-ups of minor scratches and 
nicks on painted walls and woodwork. 

21. Soft-leaded pencil: A pencil is so basic that it’s like 
a handyman’s 11th finger. Use it to mark for drilling holes, 
cutting lines and areas that must be planed away. 


SUPPLIES TO STORE WITH YOUR TOOLS 

Masking tape, twine, extra staples, razor blades, plus sev- 
eral types of glue and lubricants make up a handyman’s 
first aid kit. The glues should include one white glue for 
general purpose use on porous surfaces; one contact ce- 
ment for almost-instant bonding on many plastics and met- 
als. Silicone adhesive/sealant can be used for everything 
from regluing a fallen bathroom tile to sealing around the 
tub. Also include a household oil for squeaking hinges and 
a dry lubricant for making drawers, door and windows 
slide easily in their tracks. 

Another must is a small can of wood filler. Some of 
the latex-based varieties are suitable for filling holes inl 
wood or wallboard. For small paint touch-ups, store small 
amounts of paint in plastic film canisters. Broom clips, 
available in most hardware stores, may be fastened to the 
side of your tool box to hold the canisters upright, avoiding 
any chance of leakage. Film canisters are also good for 
storing nails in various sizes, tacks, brads, assorted screws, 
nuts, washers, bolts and miscellaneous hardware such ag

Hearty Homemade Soups That Don’t 
Take All Day

“Beautiful soup, so rich and green, 
Waiting in a hot tureen.” Lewis Car- 
roll’s words evoke memories of grand- 
mother’s soup pot simmering on the 
back burner for hours.

What could be better than a flower? 
A better flower. And that’s what plant 
oreeders have been working on for 
-enturies—flowers that are prettier, 
turdier, more adaptable to varied cli- 
nates. Here’s a roundup of new flower 
eeds and plants you can send for: 
AGERATUMS: These low-growing 
slants have always been popular for 
>dging and rock gardens, especially be- 
sause they’re reliable ever-bloomers. 
[his year, W. Altee Burpee introduces 
1 new shade—powder blue. Blue Moon 
1ybrid seeds are great for “painting” 
nother hue in a floral picture border. 
BEGONIAS: The news in begonias is 
olor. For outdoor gardeners, there are 
our new seed varieties: bright scarlet- 
slossomed Begonia Vodka, rose—pink 
3. Gin and pure white B. Whiskey, all 
rom Stokes Seeds, and white-edged, 
ed-flowered Coco Ducolor from Un- 
vins, a British company that has en- 
ered the American market. For indoor 
yardeners, a new plant, available from 
uogee’s Greenhouses, is Begonia Cali- 
‘0 Kew, which produces a profusion 
of pink flowers throughout winter. 
CALENDULAS: Years ago calendulas 
vere grown in many homes, as well 
is gardens, but since they hate heat, 
hey have become rarer indoors and 
yut. A new hybrid called Apricot Sher- 
yet, from George W. Park Seed Co., 
s the most heat-resistant calendula yet 
produced. It has lovely three-inch apri- 
‘ot flowers and blooms earlier than any 
other variety. 

CELOSIA: These colorful plumes have 
ilways been a favorite, fresh in bou- 
yuets or dried for everlasting arrange- 
nents. New Apricot Brandy grows 14 
o 18 inches high and has striking apri- 
ot—-orange plumes. The plants are easy 
Oo grow from seeds, which are avail- 
ible from Stokes and Shumway. 

DA YLILIES: Daylilies may be the eas- 
est of all perennials to grow and Gil- 
»ert H. Wild and Son offers one of the 
zreatest collections available any- 
vhere. Several new introductions giv- 
sn citations from the American He- 
nerocalis Society are red Cross My 
deart; Gala Christmas, red with a 
zreen heart; Little Me Too, a peach- 
»ink miniature; and New Note, a rose 
olor never seen before in daylilies. 
FORSYTHIA: Sunrise is a new yellow 
orsythia from Henry Field Seed and 
Nursery Co. that has a compact growth 
vabit and is hardier than previously de- 


veloped varieties. It is available as 
plant only and is especially good for 
far-northern gardeners. 

GAZANIAS: Gazanias are succulents 
with daisylike flowers that bloom in 
an incredible color range—sometimes 
pink, gold, black and khaki all on the 
same flower. They can be grown in 
the rock garden, in a flower border 
or in hanging pots, but they usually 
don’t bloom until very late in the sea- 
son. Unwins has a new hybrid seed 
called Golden Margarita, which blooms 
much earlier and can be grown any- 
where in the United States. 
GERANIUMS: For years, geraniums 
were only propagated from cuttings. 
Recently, plants grown from seed have 
been introduced, but they usually take 
months to bloom. Now many earlier 
flowering geraniums such as Unwin’s 
Ringo Mixed are being offered. These 
one-foot high plants come in varied 
colors and bloom early. Parks also of- 
fers a new series of seed geraniums 
that are good for garden and pot cul- 
ture. The plants, called the Orbit se- 
ries, have deeply colored leaf zoning, 
more flowers and earlier blooms than 
other zoned types. Capri geranium mix 
from Stokes is a five-color blend of 16- 
inch plants that are a shorter version 
of the popular Carefree type. Stokes 
also has a six-color series of genetic 
dwarf plants called Playboy which 
flowers from sowing in just 16 weeks. 
GLADIOLUS: Gladiolus are stately 
flowering spikes which have lost pop- 
ularity in recent years. But they’re so 
easy to grow that their inclusion in the 
summer garden should be reconsid- 
ered. Henry Field has four new bril- 
liant glads—Royal Lady, medium pur- 
ple with deep purple lips; Fire Frenzy, 
heavily ruffled bright orange with yel- 
low centers; Yellow Warbler, fluted 
yellow with bold russet thumbprint 
blotch in throat; and Irish Kiss, ruffled 
bright green with yellow throat. 
IMPATIENS: Impatiens have always 
been the best floral additions to the 
shady border. This year All-America 
Selections has awarded a bronze medal 
to Blitz, a hybrid that excels in flower 
size, production and brilliance of scar- 
let color. Mature plants are 10 to 12 
inches high with 12- to 16-inch spread. 
Seeds are available from Stokes and 
Shumway.

What dog shows 


are

all about, what it takes to show your dog 


and what it means to win a ribbon 


You could think of a dog show as an 
art exhibit, science fair and circus all 
rolled into one, plus hot dogs, soft 
drinks and the heady human response 
to winning that excites even the most 
passive of us when competition rears 
its head. The rest of a dog show in- 
volves skills of genetic selection, aes- 
thetics, expert grooming and handling. 
Dog shows are sporting events of- 
fering the zest of competition to spec- 
tators and participants alike. You can 
enjoy a show by simply feasting on the 
sight of beautiful dogs or by under- 
standing what’s happening—and it’s a 
safe bet that once you’ve experienced 
a dog show you'll want to go again. 
Here’s a sport in which nothing is 
pitched, kicked or raced. About the 
only movement is when the handlers 
trot their dogs around the ring so the 
judge may see the dogs’ gaits. So what 
makes a dog show so intriguing? 
Competition is what commands at- 
tention at any sporting event. At a dog

show, competition is based on which 
purebred dogs are judged to be more 
physically perfect than others.

uates all competing dogs and matches 
them against an ideal established for 
every breed. The ideal is a written 
standard created by each of the various 
national dog breed clubs, such as the 
Siberian Husky Club of America. 

A competing dog must be a pure- 
bred specimen representing any of the 
125 breeds accepted by the American 
Kennel Club (AKC). Its genealogy has 
to be documented by an AKC-recog- 
nized pedigree (a dog’s family tree), 
which is obtained from the breeder or 
an AKC computer printout. 

Although most show dogs are also 
pets, they are more than ordinary fam- 
ily members. A dog of show quality 
costs a great deal of money. Breeders 
who produce many champions rarely 
sell such dogs to those who have mar- 
ginal interest in shows. To acquire a 
puppy with show potential, you would 
have to pass muster with the breeder. 

People show dogs for many reasons. 
The first and most important is the 
pleasure and excitement. Hobby for 
some, profession for others, it offers 
travel, new and interesting acquaint- 
ances, personal discipline and show 
biz. Although very few ever make a 
profit, the owner of a great dog, a 
champion with many wins, could con- 
ceivably earn substantial stud or puppy 
fees. Such a dog itself is valuable: Some 
have been sold for five figures. 

At a dog show, competition is not 
only for awards of excellence, but also 
for championship points. Most exhib- 
itors and breeders are looking for the 
coveted champion title. A dog with this 
distinction brings recognition to the 
breeder and owner and becomes more 
valuable as an individual. A champion 
earns greater stud or puppy fees and 
adds credibility to its kennel. A ken- 
nel’s reputation is based on the num- 
ber of champions it’s produced. 

To become an AKC Champion of 
Record, a dog must win 15 points at 
AKC-sanctioned shows, under no few- 
er than three different judges. These 
points must include two Majors won 
under two different judges. A major 
is a show that awards three, four or 
five points. Only one male and female 
of each breed can win points at a show. 
There’s no intersex competition for 
points. Number of points awarded at 
each show is based on the number of 
dogs—the more dogs, the more points. 

There are two types of shows, spe- 
cialty and all-breed. Specialty shows 
are restricted to dogs of one breed or 
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a group of breeds. All-breed shows are 
for many different breeds of the six 
AKC groups (sporting dogs, hounds, 
working dogs, terriers, toys, nonsport- 
ing dogs). 

At each show there are five regular 
classes or categories in which dogs 
compete: puppy, novice, bred-by-ex- 
hibitor, American-bred and open. In 
each class the dogs are evaluated by 
the judge and awarded first, second, 
third and fourth places. Only the first- 
place winner from each class re-enters 
the ring to compete with the others. 
This is called the Winners’ Class. The 
dog placing first in winners’ class is 
called the Winners’ Dog. This compe- 
tition is duplicated separately for males 
and females. The judging continues 
with competition for Best of Breed, 
Best of Winners, and Best of Opposite 
Sex. At an all-breed show the best of 


_ breed continues to compete for Best of 
_ Group and finally Best of Show. 


The most prestigious show in Amer- 
ica is the Westminster Kennel Club 
Show. It’s second only to the Kentucky 
Derby as the longest consecutive run- 
ning sporting event in the country, the 
first show held in 1877. About 3,000 
dogs are entered each year. 

Worldwide dog shows are a dog lov- 


_ er’s delight, representing sport, hobby 


and profession, where dogs compete 
more with an ideal of elegance and 
perfection than with each other. Once 


_ you’ve experienced some shows, you 


may be tempted to get involved in ca- 
nine show business. 

Dogs of show quality are abundant, 
and there is plenty of advice available 
to you. What you'll need is time to 


_ devote to the many preparations lead- 


ing up to each show; money for en- 
trance fees and travel costs along show 
circuits; and a willingness to learn 
about grooming, handling and the 
AKC rules. Talk to the exhibitors and 
judges, read a few books on the subject.

MORE CARPET FACTS 

New carpet—to most of us—is a 
decorating event as well as a sizable 
investment. Carpeting can cost $10 a 
yard or several hundred dollars if you 
go into custom design. Opinions vary, 
but 10 to 15 years is considered a rea- 
sonable carpet lifetime. 

The age-old question, wool versus 
man-made, is fairly academic. Wool, 
with its resilience and inclination to 
age gracefully, is here—but at high 
prices. Nylon, the man-made fiber that 
has been most spectacularly developed 
to improve the looks and functions of 
carpet, accounts for about 80 percent 
of all carpeting made today. Acrylic 
and polyester are used less and in di- 
minished quantities. Polypropylene or 
olefin is used chiefly for kitchen and 
indoor-outdoor carpeting. Broadloom 
is the term for carpet made six feet 
wide or wider. The usual width today 
is 12 feet. 

Relatively few carpets today are 
woven. Most are tufted. Tufting is a 
process by which yarns are looped into 
a fabric backing. The looped yarns are 
locked to the backing with an adhesive 
and given a final overall backing. In 
manufacture, the height of tufts can 
be controlled, high or low or in com- 
binations of heights so that endless tex- 
tures are possible. The silky velours, 
plushes and velvets result when tufted 
loops are sheared. 

Whatever the carpet, the higher 
quality will have a higher density of 
yarn, meaning you're getting more 
yarn per square inch and greater po- 
tential wearability. Examine this by 
folding back a piece of carpet. The less 
fabric background you see between 
the tufts, the more yarn has been used. 

KNOW YOUR NEEDS 

The most satisfactory carpet, one 
that looks fresh longest without making 
a slave of you, depends chiefly upon 
where you place it. In a slightly traf- 
ficked bedroom or guest room, a less 
dense carpet may serve you well. But 
the same quality will hardly stand up 
to traffic of halls and stairways or wear, 
tear and potential staining in a family 
room or a much-used living room. 

Padding is reeommended under car- 
peting, because it helps absorb the 
pressure of footfalls and furniture and 
so prolongs a carpet’s life. It also adds 
to insulating and noise-deadening qual- 
ities. Padding may be a felting of ani- 
mal hair, hair/jute, latex foam, foam 
‘-ubber or urethane, the last three un- 
affected by humidity or vermin.

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CUSTOM TOUCHES TO SEW 


Easy ways to make a decorator look your own 


How many times have you admired 
the decorator details in a professionally 
designed room? They're small touches: 
details on a pillow or a window treat- 
ment that look so professional and ex- 
pensive. But that doesn’t necessarily 
have to be the case. 

Many of these details are variations 
on the shirring theme and are quite 
possible to duplicate at home. Nobody 
says they're for novices, but if you are 
proficient with a sewing machine, you 
might be surprised to find out just how 
easy these techniques are. 


SHIRRING 


Basically, it means pulling a thread 
until the surrounding fabric scrunches 
up, creating a flurry of small gathers. 
When shirring is controlled, it can cre-

ate an almost endless variety of special 
effects, including ruffles, flounces and 
gathers. If your last experience with 
shirring was making a dirndl skirt in 
the eighth grade (and the thread kept 
breaking), take heart. There is a raft 
of products to make your shirring easy. 

The very simplest bit of shirring is 
to just run a row of machine basting 
(i.e., the largest stitch on your machine) 
and pull it. Carefully! Since the thread 
often breaks in the middle, it’s much 
better to run two parallel rows of 
stitches and pull the twin threads si- 
multaneously. In addition to offering 
the obvious backup if one breaks, two 
parallel rows make it easier to control 
the shirring and keep it even. 


THE MAGIC RUFFLE 


The next easiest way to shir is to 
let a curtain rod do it for you. Every 
time you feed a rod through a hem 
or casing, the fabric shirs automatical- 
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ly. If you make the hem a bit deeper 
to start with and add an extra row of 
stitching, the rod creates a “magic” 
ruffle on top. It couldn’t be easier. 

Normally this is done on a tiny rod. 
However, a fatter effect is possible if 
you use PVC pipe, available at any 
plumbing supply outlet. It’s light- 
weight, comes in several sizes, can be 
cut to any length and, if you want the 
effect, easily turns the corner, via 
matching PVC elbows. 

If you use two parallel rods and a 
flat piece of fabric, hemmed at both 
edges, you can create an instant, 
shirred valance. 


THE GATHERED CORD 


It’s simple to cover filler cord. Seam 
bias strips into continuous length, wrap 





around cord and stitch, using zipper 
foot. If you’d like to take it another 
step, stitch a liitle bit away from the 
cord. Then after you’ve sewn the fabric 
to the cord firmly at one end so it 
won't come out, pull on the cord itself 
until the fabric shirs up and creates 
a gathered effect. Use the gathered 
cord just as you would a flat one as 
welting on a pillow or spread. Just re- 
member to go very slowly when stitch- 
ing over the shirred cord. It’s bulky 
and you may break a needle if you 
rush. 


THE RUFFLER 


The Victorians came to love ruffles 
when the ruffling sewing machine at- 
tachment was invented a century ago. 
Before then, ruffles were tedious to 
make and shirring was hard to control.

Then along came this gadget and 
suddenly, consistently shirred ruffles 
were a snap. Yet this attachment is vir- 
tually ignored today. Your sewing ma- 
chine probably came with a ruffler; if 
it didn’t, invest in one. 

Follow the directions for your at- 
tachment. They may vary a bit, but 
basically this gadget is set up to “gath- 
er” on each stitch or “pleat” every six 
or 12 stitches. Obviously, a smaller 
stitch creates a tighter, fuller flounce; 
a larger stitch makes a looser one. If 
you've made a mistake, you don’t have 
to do a tedious ripping chore. It all 
comes out with a resounding “snap” 
if you pull hard. Keep these general- 
ities in mind. 

1. The rule of thumb for ruffling is 
to cut 2!4 times the length of the de- 
sired ruffle. That formula makes a pret- 
ty full flounce, but it’s always better 
to cut more fabric than to run short. 

2. It’s much easier to hem the ruffle 
before it’s gathered than after. A sel- 
vage edge may not have to be hemmed 
at all. Or experiment with the narrow 
hemmer attachment. 

3. A bias strip folded in half makes 
a voluptuously full flounce and doesn’t 
have to be hemmed. Bias ruffles make 
nice pillow edgings and can range from 
a narrow, tightly gathered shell edging 
to a big, floppy, flounce. 


THE TUCKED INSERT 
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This impressive-looking detail that 
turns up a lot in decorator rooms is 
deceptively simple to do. It’s just a nar- 
row strip of fabric run through the 
ruffler set on “pleat’—and then run 
through again on the other edge. Keep 
these general points in mind: 

1. Pleating works best on a narrow 
strip of fabric. Any width can be pleat- 
ed on both edges, but after a certain 
point, it gets billowy in the middle. 

2. Crisp fabrics such as chintz work 
best. A bulky one such as corduroy 
won't do, and one that’s too soft gets 
saggy. So before you invest in a lot 


| | of fabric for a huge project, test it first. 


3. The tucked inserts can be used 


| on the edge of a box pillow or chair 
| cushion or as an insert on a pillow top. 


[ff so, be sure to stabilize it first by 
sewing it to a strip of Pellon. Then 
it can be handled as an ordinary fabric. 


SHIRRING 
TAPE 


These tapes are an absolute joy if 
you're doing a lot of shirring or using 
a bulky, decorative fabric. Basically, 
these products, all from Conso, are 
cloth tapes with woven-in cords. All 





you have to do is sew the tape onto 
fabric and pull the cords for foolproof 
shirring. Shirring tapes come in single, 
double and quadruple sizes and can 
be used alone or together for a number 
of effects. A few points to consider: 

1. Always pull a bit of each cord out 
before you begin. 

2. Stitch the tape in place, close to 
the cord, using a zipper foot. 

3. Remember that one end of the 
cord must always be fastened firmly 
in place. Otherwise, the cord will pull 
out and useless tape will be left. 

4. Most instructions suggest you tie 
the multiple cords together firmly in 
a tight knot. If you don’t like the bulk, 
run several rows of machine stitching 
to hold the cords in place and clip off 
the excess later. Always keep the ends 
tied while you're pulling. 

5. Naturally, you'll have to tie off 
or sew down the pulled cords, too. It’s 
optional, but if you can wad up the 
cords neatly and hide them unobtru- 
sively, that means you can “unshir” the 
fabric for laundering—and then gather 
it back up again. 

These shirring tapes lend themselves 
especially well to draperies, dressing 
table skirts or even circular tablecloths. 


DIRNDL 
TABLECLOTH 


By now most sewers know how to 
make a long round tablecloth by seam- 
ing three widths of fabric together, cut- 
ting a circle and hemming the edge. 

An alternate plan is to cut a small 
circle exactly the size of the table top, 
plus seam allowance. Next, hem a 
length of fabric that equals the dis- 
tance from top of table to floor and 
is about 2% times the circumference. 
Attach Conso’s quadruple shirring tape 
and pull cords. Seam length together 
and sew shirred edge to circle. The 
easiest way to attach them to each oth- 
er is to divide circle into quarters and 
then eighths, marking with chalk or 
pins. Divide skirt into eighths too, then 
attach by matching up marks.

North Carolina: A topnotcher of the 
South’s Great Houses is Tryon Palace, 
built for Royal Governor William 
Tryon as residence and seat of pre- 
revolutionary government, in the sea- 
port of New Bern. Furnished with rare 
antiques, it looks over ornamental gar- 
dens laid out in 18th-century English 
designs. Burned in 1798, it was recon- 
structed between 1952 to 1959. 

Down the street is the Federal-style 
Stevenson House. Built about 1805, it 
reflects New Bern’s maritime history 
in its interior woodwork and rooftop 
widow’s walk. Nearby is the Georgian- 
style John Wright Stanly House and 
gardens. Crowning glory is a Chippen- 
dale stair. The gardens are open with- 
out charge. 

Founded in 1710, New Bern’s 
charming streets are lined with out- 
standing examples of American archi- 
tecture, colonial days to the early 20th 
century. Take a more intimate look 
during the Old New Bern Historic 
Homes and Gardens Tour in April that 
includes private homes not usually 
open. On Gardener’s Sunday in April, 
the Tryon Palace Complex gardens 
and grounds, with more than 22,000 
tulips in extraordinary bloom, are open 
free.

Tennessee: The coziest historic house 
in the South may well be Andrew Jack- 
son’s Hermitage near Nashville. Built 
in 1819 and remodeled after an 1835 
fire, the entirely original furnishings 
bring Old Hickory’s life alive. The gar- 
den, stretching back from the house

| planted himself, now grown into a ca- 
| thedral-like forest 


Added attraction: 
‘Tulip Grove, the lovely home of Jack- 
son's nephew, built in 1836 across the 


road from the Hermitage. 

Belle Meade Mansion, one of the fin- 
est antebellum houses, was built in 
1853. Renowned in the 19th century 
for its thoroughbred horses, it was the 
scene of fighting in the 1864 Battle 
of Nashville. 

Cheekwood, the 60-room Georgian 
mansion that is Nashville’s Tennessee 
Botanical Garden and Fine Arts Cen- 
ter, is a pleasant spot to while away 
a few hours. Another lure, that most 
famous of all Nashville institutions, the 
Grand Ole Opry with lodgings right 
in Opryland, at the Opryland Hotel, 
2802 Opryland Dr., Nashville, TN 
37214, (615) 889-6600. Nearby, the 
musical theme park of Grand Ole 
Opryland. 

A short drive south of Nashville, in 
Columbia, is the ancestral home of 
James K. Polk, a two-story Federal- 
style house built in 1816. Furnishings 
include the President’s furniture, lace, 
silver, crystal and White House china. 
Part of the property—the adjoining 
home and gardens of Polk’s sisters. 

Among the delights of Memphis’ 
Victorian Village Historic District, 
19th-century mansions spanning neo- 
classical through late Gothic revival ar- 
chitecture, are the elegant 1870 Fon- 
taine House, an outstanding example 
of French Victorian style, furnished 
with Victorian, Louis XVI, Chippen-

dale, Sheraton and Queen Anne an- 
tiques, Aubusson and oriental rugs, 
Carrara marble mantels and crystal 
chandeliers; the nearby 1850 Mallory- 
Neely House, a 25-room Italian Vic- 
torian house; and the oldest standing 
home in Memphis, a clapboard cottage 
built in 1831 and still furnished with 
the possessions of its builders. 

Worth a visit: Memphis Botanic Gar- 
dens in Audubon Park with their daz- 
zling 88 acres of azalea and dogwood, 
dahlias, iris, roses and more.... 

Come April, millions of dogwood 
trees cover the Knoxville area in pink 
and white blossoms. April 10 to 26 is 
the Dogwood Arts Festival when mu- 
sical performances, a real Tennessee 
pickin’ and fiddlin’ contest and arts 
and crafts shows all happen in this an- 
nual salute to spring. 

In Chattanooga, Cravens House on 
Lookout Mountain, site of “The Battle 
Above the Clouds,” was used by both 
Confederate and Union armies as 
headquarters. These days, March to 
December, members of staff wear au- 
thentic costumes and demonstrate 
housekeeping methods, prepare meals 
and perform the music of the time.

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the great Mississippi and little dam- 
aged by the Civil War, is a gem. Its 
houses span three eras: Spanish and 
British rule, the days of King Cotton. 
More than 30 are open during Spring 
and Fall Pilgrimage tours, March 7 to 
April 5, Oct. 10 to 25. Under the bluffs, 
a notorious settlement, onetime haven 
of river travelers who stopped to gam- 
ble and otherwise carouse, has been 
restored, turned into charming restau- 
rants and shops. 

Another Civil War survivor—the 
classic, Greek Revival Governor’s Man- 
sion in Jackson. Built in 1842, restored 
to its original splendor in the 1970s, 
it’s furnished with Empire and Victo- 
rian antiques, offers a delightful 1850s- 
style garden for a stroll. Very special 
place in Jackson, offering a site for ev- 
ery mood, is Mynelle Gardens with its 
rustic garden and summerhouse, for- 
mal garden, and herb garden, English 
bog garden, Japanese garden island, 
streams, a lagoon, footbridges, winding 
paths, gazebos, fountains, statuary and 
myriad birds. (It’s a bird sanctuary.)

Visit 
Beauvoir, Jefferson Davis’s last home 
and Tullis Manor, one of the most strik- 
ing of Biloxi’s antebellum houses, now 
the Governor’s summer mansion. Pil- 
grimage dates for other Gulf Coast 
homes: March 21 to 22.

Lousiana: The great plantations vir- 
tually line up between New Orleans 
and the Mississippi border along Lou- 
isiana’s portion of the Great River 
Road. Architecture ranges from Greek 
Revival to Creole; gardens combine 
the formality of Versailles with a sense 
of untamed jungle. 

Ancient oaks arch over the drive to 
the great house at Rosedown Planta- 
tion and Gardens in St. Francisville. 
Formal gardens scent the soft air with 
gardenias, roses, azaleas, crape myrtle, 
sweet olive and old camellias so im- 
mense they're trees instead of shrubs. 
Just south of St. Francisville, in a lush 
1,000 acres of woodland, is the Audu- 
bon State Commemorative Area. The 
restored 1799 mansion, Oakley House, 
was home to Audubon while he taught 
painting to the Oakley daughter. North 
of St. Francisville is the newly opened 
Wakefield Plantation, built in 1834 to 
1836 and still owned by descendents 
of the builder. The Greek revival style 
great house, with its broad front gal- 
lery and six huge rounded columns of 
handmade brick, is filled with antiques, 
many original to the house. Stay over- 
night in bedrooms furnished with four- 
poster beds and antiques. Rates include 
breakfast and house tour. More infor-

In the nearby historic town of Jack- 
son, the 19th-century Asphodel Plan- 
tation also offers lodging, plus a gour- 
met restaurant, swimming pool and 
nature trails.

The South’s largest antebellum man- 
sion of the Old River Road is the 64- 
room Nottoway, 18 miles south of Ba- 
ton Rouge. Surrounded by magnolias, 
pecan trees, splendid oaks and camel- 
lias, its Victorian architecture is a mass 
of curving lines—ornate iron railings, 
semicircular gallery, towering columns 
of white cypress almost encircling the 
house, massive granite steps with iron 
balustrades of Italian Renaissance style 
curving up to the deeply recessed gal- 
lery. Inside, there’s a grand ballroom, 
Dresden porcelain doorknobs, 16 fire- 
places, a dozen marble mantels and ac- 
commodations in six antique-furnished 
bedrooms, plantation style breakfast.

Don’t pass up a visit to the Little Rock 
Art Museum where great shows, entertainments and classes 
go on all the time. The place for crafts is the Ozark Folk 
Center at Mountain View, a high-crested mountain. The 
80-acre center, existing to preserve and perpetuate old- 
time mountain skills and customs, is a place to see crafts 
done as they always have been, hear the soul-wrenching 
music of these hills played on dulcimer, autoharp, banjo, 
fiddle, pickin’ bow, guitar and mandolin. 

Don’t miss the terrific nightly hoedowns during the May 
to October season.

Recently, self-stick strips that simulate 
random-width wood planks have been 
introduced by Armstrong World Indus- 
tries. They can be installed over almost 
any sound floor as long as it is dry, clean 
(no wax or grease) and level. 

Self-stick flooring is not recommended 
for reflooring over loose linoleum tiles, 
embossed or cushion-backed floorings, 
or no-wax, urethane-coated floorings. In 
such cases, either the old flooring must 
be removed and/or covered with a suit- 
able underlayment, such as !/-inch ply- 
wood or hardboard.

HOW TO JUDGE 
GOOD AND BAD 
LIGHTING 


Ironically, when you walk into a 
skillfully lit room, the lighting itself is not 
something of which you should be im- 
mediately aware. Only its effect should 
be apparent. Judge your existing light 
ing by the following criteria: 

Glare is an annoying and at times 
painful problem.

examples include studying in a pool of 
desk light surrounded by a darkened 
room or sewing at night by a single, 
strong lamp. A lone light source punishes 
your eyes over a long period in the same 
way glare does in an instant. Balance 
task lighting with general lighting. 

Intensity control of illumination 
through the use of dimmers is the key 
to drama and energy conservation. Dim- 
mers are the mood-makers of lighting. 
You've seen it on the stage. With dim- 
mers, yau gain the same kind of control 
in your home. 

Dimming saves electricity and extends 
bulb life. By shaving light output 50 per- 
cent, you trim power 25 percent and 
multiply bulb life by a factor of 12. 

Multiple switching lets you control 
several lights from two or three conve- 
nient locations. It can save steps when 
turning individual lights on or off. More 
importantly, properly placed multiple 
switches make entry and exit from nor- 
mally darkened areas safer.

cent studies show that the kitchen, more 
than a place to cook, is where we spend 
our greatest number of waking hours in- 
side the home. Its light plan is possibly 
the most vital. 

The best general lighting is overhead, 
reasonably bright, diffused and potent 
enough to reach all corners of the space. 
A luminous ceiling (suspended frosty 
panels beneath fluorescent light sources) 
performs superbly. A small kitchen 
needs little more than a light panel cen- 
tered on the ceiling. 

General illumination is possible with 
incandescent bulbs—in track-mounted 
or built-in fixtures, for example—but not 
without a loss of efficiency. Least effec- 
tive is the single bulb on the ceiling cov- 
ered with a frosted globe. 

Shielded sources installed beneath 
wall cabinets shed clarity on counters 
for close work. Similarly focused beams 
are needed over sinks, range and desk. 
Choose either fluorescents or incandes- 
cents as your source. 

Lighting for a laundry, hobby center 
or workshop is patterned after the ad- 
vice for a kitchen: Combine effective 
general lighting overhead with close-ups 
for demanding chores. 

Bath: General lighting from above is 
satisfactory for banishing dark when you 
enter, but unsatisfactory for making up 
or shaving. A single incandescent or flu- 
orescent fixture attached to the ceiling 
sheds enough general light for a bath. 

A lighted soffit over a bathroom 
counter is an effective substitute for a 
ceiling fixture, and it does shed light 
for making up and shaving. Reminder: 
Use ‘warm’ fluorescents or you'll look 
ghostly in the mirror. Hinged mirror pan- 
els or light-colored partitions on either 
end of the counter help reflect soffit light 
against the side of your face. 

Less costly mirror lights team a fixture 
over the mirror with luminescent glass- 
or plastic-covered sources on either side 
of the mirror. The side lights should be 
at least 30 inches apart. 

A 75-watt vapor-proof shower light in- 
stalled in the ceiling above a tub/shower 
or shower stall (with switch on an op- 
posite wall for safety) reduces the 
chance for nicking skin while shaving 
legs. And a downlight for reading is a 
practical addition on or built into the 
ceiling above a water closet. 

For a dressing table, theatrical lights 
around the top and sides of the mirror 
can be very appealing. For this, choose 
15- or 25-watt frosted bulbs, and then 
set the side lights at least 30 inches 
apart. 

Living and family rooms: So many 
activities occur in living and family 
rooms, making up a lighting plan may

Bedrooms: General lighting with 
dimmer control is appropriate here, too. 
For the specific job of lighting for read- 
ing in bed, use wall-mounted track or 
wall lights that cast a narrow beam. Or 
use portable floor lights (such as the 
pharmacy type that has adjustable 
shades to direct light beam). This will 
allow one partner to read and the other 
to sleep.

Do you have enough homeowner’s insurance? 
Your house may hang in the balance. 


By JOSEPH R. PROVEY 





Is your house underinsured? Is it over- 
insured? In the first case, you are risk- 
ing the loss of what is probably your 
biggest investment. In the second, you 
are simply wasting money. Take a close 
look at your policy to be sure you are 
not in either category. 

Being underinsured is by far the 
more common dilemma. House build- 
ing costs, and hence replacement costs, 
have risen steadily during the last 10 
years. If no adjustments have been 
made to your policy in the past several 
years, you may be woefully underin- 
sured today. In the event of significant 
damage, such as a fire, you may find 
it necessary to move to a lower cost 
house rather than rebuild. 

Being underinsured can hurt you in 
a less obvious way. Take, for example, 
the homeowner who has $50,000 
dwelling coverage for a house with a 
replacement value of $100,000. During 
a storm, a tree limb damages part of 
his roof. The estimated repair cost is 
$3,000. Does the homeowner receive 
$3,000 since it is well under the cov- 
erage he has? Not if his policy has a 
loss-settlement clause (sometimes 
called a coinsurance clause). In such 
a case, carrying insufficient insurance 
makes the homeowner a coinsurer, i.e., 
he must share the repair costs with 
the insurance company. 

In the above example, the home- 
s share would probably be about 
$1,100 or $1,200. The reason for this 
is that many insurance companies re- 
ou to carry 80 to 85 percent 
replacement value of your 
(They don’t require 100 percent 
because total loss of a home is extreme-

ly rare. The foundation, at least, is usu- 
ally left intact.) If you don’t have ade- 
quate coverage, you may have un- 
wittingly become a coinsurer. 

How should you estimate the re- 
placement value of your house?— 
There are several ways to accurately 
assess the replacement value. The re- 
cent selling price of a neighbor’s home 
is not a good indicator—neither is a 
tax assessment, which may be outdat- 
ed. The surest approach is to have an 
appraiser make an estimate. Unfortu- 
nately, this costs money. If you have 
a good relationship with a local con- 
tractor, perhaps he will make an es- 
timate for free, in the hope of keeping 
you as a client. 

Other estimating methods are pro- 
vided by your insurance company. A 
do-it-yourself estimate worksheet,

common to many companies, assigns 
point values to various house features, 
such as number of rooms, fireplaces, 
garages, etc. The point total is mul- 
tiplied by the cost factor for your area, 
listed by zip code on the worksheet.

Another method is determining your 
home’s square footage and multiplying 
it by a cost-per-square-foot factor.

A. Your chair is not William and Mary. 
The style is very similar to some la- 
beled chairs made by George Hun- 
zinger of New York who worked from 
about 1860 to 1898. He made a variety 
of chairs of unusual design. They were 
often made with wooden parts that 
looked like wheels, cogs or pipes. Many 
of his designs were patented. After he 
died, his sons continued the business 
until the 1920’s. Collectors will pay 
from $400 to $3,000 for a verified Hun- 
zinger chair. If yours is a Hunzinger, 
the design is unusual and it would be 
priced at the top of the range. 








Q. My bronze bowl left below] has an ir- 
regular surface. It is marked ‘‘Louis C. Tiffany 
Furnaces, Inc. Favrile, 407’’ on the bottom. 
There is a trademark above it. Everyone has 
told us that Tiffany made glass, not bronze. 
—C.C.H. Beckley, W.Va. 


A. Louis Comfort Tiffany was best 
known for the glass that he and his 
company produced during the late 
19th and early 20th centuries. His com- 
pany made many other items including 
the metal needed for his glass-shaded 
lamps. The term Favrile usually applies 
to glass, but is also stamped on some 
metal pieces. Tiffany Studios was the 
name used by his company after 1902; 
the trademark, along with the word 
Favrile, was purchased in 1919 by A. 
Douglas Nash, who incorporated the 
name Louis C. Tiffany Furnaces Inc. 
under his management. From 1919 to 
1928 this trademark appeared on a va- 
riety of work. Your 7°/,-inch diameter 
bowl should sell for $150. 





Q. Could you tell me the value, origin, etc., 
of this spice set? It came with a wooden rack. 
Small hooks hold the wooden lids of 12 of 
the spice boxes. To get the spices, you slide 
the ceramic containers out from under the lids. 
The lids stay in the rack. On the bottom is 
a shield-shaped mark.

He 
made stoneware jugs; many were sten- 
ciled with his name and address or 
with Eagle Pottery. Your jug would sell 
for about $125 to $150.

A. You own an Irish Castle Wheel. 
They are found near Ulster, Ireland.

While azaleas and dogwoods are at 
the peak, antebellum mansions are 
open for the annual Pilgrimage in the 
restored historic area of Eufaula, an old 
river town. Nights feature candlelight 
tours with musical entertainment. 
Added attraction: Antique show and 
sale. Eufaula’s post-Civil War, Greek 
Revival Shorter Mansion, with its in- 
tricately patterned parquet floors, 
molded plaster cornices and lovely an- 
tique furnishings, is open year-round. 

Worth a visit in Birmingham is Ar- 
lington, an 1841 mansion fully restored 
and furnished with Victorian antiques. 
Unusual features are its square pillars 
and a complete upstairs veranda. The 
gardens are a special 19th-century de- 
light. Also in Birmingham, seven acres 
of Japanese Gardens at the Birming- 
ham Botanical Gardens. 

In the Black Belt, that famous 30- 
mile-wide strip of fertile, cotton-pro- 
ducing dark soil stretching across the 
state, is the Grande Dame of Alabama's 
great houses, Gaineswood, in Demo- 
polis. Begun in 1820, finished 20 years 
later, it has furniture especially made 
for the house with no duplicates on 
earth.

he kitchen is the nerve center of 

the house, designed first and fore- 
most with efficiency in mind.

The room is zoned by task: The butcher- 
block-topped island is designed with a sink 
that is used strictly for preparation; an- 
other sink, near the dishwasher, is for 
cleaning up. Preparation for entertaining 
is done well in advance.

@ Follow the directions for mixing 
carefully.

strippable, others require a light sand- 
ing and wetting with cold water before 
they can be scraped off.

Some dogs frequent the vet’s office on 
a revolving-door basis with far too 
many ailments, while others go once 
a year for a checkup. If your dog seems 
to be forever on the sick list, it may 
be something you're not doing. 

Although there are no pat answers 
that apply to all dogs in terms of pre- 
ventive medicine, there are some gen- 
eral guidelines. After consultation with 
the popular veterinarian of Greenwich 
Village, Dr. Susan B. Siegel (no rela- 
tion), I found that the areas of pre- 
vention sorted themselves into several 
categories. These, in my opinion, rep- 
resent the foundation for good, basic 
dog care and should keep your pet in 
fine fettle. 

VACCINATIONS: The average adult 
dog should be inoculated for distem- 
per, infectious hepatitis, parainfluenza 
(the two or three types of kennel 
coughs for which your vet is vaccinat- 
ing), Parvo virus, leptospirosis and ra- 
bies. Vaccination types and schedules 
vary from doctor to doctor. In addition, 
different regions of the country are af- 
fected by statutes and local conditions. 
Unfortunately, some owners incorrect- 
ly believe basic shots are permanent, 
but most vaccinations require an an- 
nual booster. Some vaccines are good 
for only one or two years.

This not only 
cleans the coat and stimulates the skin, 
but also helps control many dermato- 
logical ailments. Daily or weekly

as lumps, lesions, cuts, scratches and external parasites. 
Nothing is more useful than frequent home examinations. 
Also important: baths, nail clipping, eye and ear hygiene, 
and investigation of various body odors. 

INTERNAL PARASITES: These (worms and one-celled ani- 
mals) are common and must be treated quickly. Most com- 
mon are roundworms, whipworms, hookworms, tape- 
worms, heartworms. Depending upon the degree of 
infestation, the condition may be mild or gravely serious; 
if caught early, treatment in most cases is simple and 100- 
percent effective. As the parasites are often detectable 
only with a microscope, stool samples should be laboratory- 
tested by a veterinarian two times a year. Heartworm tests 
require blood samples. Once a dog is tested and found 
to be free of heartworms, a preventive medication may 
be prescribed. 

Most parasites are transmitted through fecal contact. Al- 
ways walk your dog on a leash and prevent contact with 
other dog’s feces. Tapeworms are transmitted through in- 
termediate hosts such as fleas, vermin or raw meat. Month- 
ly wormers are not recommended because they are in- 
effective against all parasites and amount to a gratuitous 
ingestion of drugs.

Once a dog becomes infested with an external parasite, 


his body must be treated with pesticide. Sprays, dips, soaps 
and shampoos are all effective except in the case of mites. 
These microscopic parasites must be treated by a veter- 








inarian. All areas the dog inhabits must be cleaned thor- 
oughly with soap and water and attacked with a proper 
pesticide. A professional exterminator may be needed— 
it is essential to kill the insects and also any eggs that 
may hatch after a clean out. 

EXERCISE: When living the good pet life, most dogs only 
move from one sleeping spot to another, interrupted by 
a few walks a day for toileting purposes. Dogs that never 
use their bodies adequately may experience obesity, heart 
problems, ligament and joint difficulties and, in extreme 
cases, muscle atrophy. 

A dog’s exercise should be based on the physical activity 
for which the breed was created. Sporting dogs, hounds, 
terriers and working breeds are strong, muscular and quite 
energetic as a rule. They need long walks and a good 
run as often as possible. Physical condition, age and state 
of health are also important factors. 

Because dogs are required to walk on leash in most 
communities, opportunites for exercise are limited. Dogs 
who jog with owners on city streets may end up with 
bleeding paw pads and heart problems. The answer lies 
in long walks, playing fetch, being set loose in a dog-run, 
swimming, field trials, obedience trials, hunting, dog shows 
or obedience training courses. Never force your animal 
beyond its capability. Jog your dog with caution; never 
exercise it from a moving car, bicycle or roller skates. 

DENTAL CARE: Much dental work performed by vets 
would be unnecessary if owners took proper care. Tartar 
accumulates constantly and should be removed on a reg- 
ular basis to prevent mouth odor, gum disease and loss 
of teeth. Brush the dog’s teeth once a week with a soft 
toothbrush or cotton swab dipped in a paste of warm water 
and table salt or baking soda. This will save you costly 
bills and avoid anesthesia (especially dangerous for older 
dogs) when removing tartar buildup. 

EMOTIONAL ENVIRONMENT: Emotional stress can shorten

a dog’s life as surely as any disease. Anxiety can bring 
about various forms of physical stress. However, it is not 
difficult to promote anxiety-free conditions for your dog. 
Routines, habits and established behavior patterns should 
be respected and maintained where possible. Touch your 
dog when expressing affection and talk to him, too. Try 
not to separate him from his home or family. Do not holler 
at him. Do not hit him. 

MEDICAL CARE: Have the dog examined by a veterinarian 
at least once a year, more if the dog is older. Watch for 
signs of illness and do not wait before seeing the doctor— 
early treatment sometimes avoids life-threatening disease.

won't cost a penny, start there. If you have doubts about 
results, consult an appraiser or contractor. 

Once satisfied that you are fully covered, check your 
coverage once every year or two and update as needed. 
Or, have an inflation-guard endorsement added to your 
policy. This option will automatically add to your coverage 
every quarter, depending on the rise of government cost 
indices. 

Can a homeowner have too much insurance?—Yes, it 
is a possibility. If you have bought a home in the last 
few years in an area where land prices are high and where 
you are required by your bank to carry dwelling coverage 
equal to the value of your mortgage, you may be over- 
insured. This is especially true if you made a small down 
payment when buying your house and if your homeowner’s 
policy has an inflation-guard rider. In such a case, lower 
your premium by asking your agent or broker to lower 
your coverage to a value determined by one of the above 
methods. Be certain not to lower your coverage below 
the outstanding principal of your mortgage—if your bank 
so requires. 

Although insurance is not exciting for most people, it 
is, nevertheless, the homeowner’s sole responsibility to 
have accurate coverage. No one will do it for you.

March: Springtime preparations 
and the time to sow 


By KEN DRUSE 


MARCH The weather is changeable—one day cold, the 
next warm. Watch for tiny crocus and snow drops poking 
through frozen soil. Finish ordering seeds and remember 
to plan your flower borders and vegetable needs. 








IN THE GARDEN 


@ As the soil warms, feed trees: Use 
a crowbar or a sledgehammer and 
spike to make deep holes in the ground 
at three-foot intervals around the tree 
at the outer branch spread; follow fer- 
tilizer package directions for rates of 
application. 

@ Treat lawns with a pre-emergence 
weed killer. This is the best way to 
control weeds—especially crabgrass. 
@ In zone 6, sow peas (don’t forget 
Sugar Snap, our favorite) around the 
middle of the month. 

@ Plant onion sets, garlic cloves and 
shallot bulbs; sow radish, beet, chard 
and parsley seeds. Parsley can be hard 
to germinate, but pouring boiling wa- 
ter on the newly planted row will 
crack many of the hard seed coats 
and aid germination. 

@ Sow lettuce now for later transplan- 
tation. Many head lettuces won’t form 
heads unless they’re transplanted. 


INDOORS 


Get a head start on the outdoors 
gardening season by early sowing— 
many favorite plants can be started 
from seed indoors. Check individual 
seed packets for indoor sowing times 
in your area. Some plants, such as 
morning glories and zinnias, resent 
transplantation and react by a severe 
slowing of growth that defeats the 
point of early sowing. These plants 
can be sown directly into the flower 
garden, but to get that jump on spring, 
you can still sow these seeds indoors 
in soft and porous compressed peat 
pots, which will allow plant roots to 
grow through the pot walls. You can 
plant the seedlings, pot and all, with- 


























































out disturbing tender roots. When all 
danger of frost passes in your area, 
place peat-potted plants where they are 
to grow in the garden. (Be sure to break 
up the peat pots a bit when you do, 
because they shrink as they dry, con- 
stricting baby roots.) Plant the peat pots 
below the soil surface because exposed 
ones can act as wicks, drawing too much 
moisture from the ground. 


MORE ON 
TOMATO RIPENING 

In the October “‘Garden Guide,” we 
reported that tomatoes ripen best in 
a dark, well-ventilated place, not on 
a sunny window sill. Recent research 
shows us that this phenomenon is due 
to temperature—not to exposure to 
light or darkness as had been com- 
monly believed. If you have grown to- 
matoes, you have noticed that fruits 
growing deep in the center of the fo- 
liage—protected from direct exposure 
to sun—seem to ripen earlier than the 
more exposed fruits. We now know 
that this occurs because they are cool- 
er; tomato ripening slows at tempera- 
tures above 90 degrees F. Dr. Stephen 
A. Garrison, associate professor in 
horticulture at Cook College, Rutgers 
University, advises that tomatoes rip- 
en best at room temperature and in 
bright light, avoiding both extremes 
of strong sun or deep shade.

offering competition, along with an es- 

tablishment named Wet Noodle, flank- 

ing the Royal Kaanapali Golf Course. 
Big Island of Hawaii 

It takes the name of the state, and 
it’s twice the size of Delaware with 
Hawaii Volcanoes National Park, a bu- 
colic village (Kailua-Kona) and a sub- 
stantial town (Hilo). That’s the Big Is- 
land. Decide whether you want to 
headquarter in sunny Kailua-Kona, 
wettish Hilo or at isolated points, one 
of which is a half-hour drive up the 
coast from Kailua-Kona Airport and 
the site of Western International’s 
Mauna Kea Beach Hotel (created by 
Laurence Rockefeller and designed by 
Skidmore Owings and Merrill), one of 
the world’s great homes-away-from- 
home, with an idyllic beach, 18 holes 
of golf on a scenic Robert Trent Jones- 
created course, a trio of exemplary res- 
taurants, and public spaces with a 
1,000-plus museum-caliber art objects, 
including a collection of distinctive 
quilts, collected by Rockefeller-em- 
ployed experts from throughout the 
Pacific Basin and the Orient. 

Other Big Island hotel favorites in- 
clude Kailua-Kona’s comfortable King 
Kamehameha, Keauhou’ Beach’s 
charming Keauhou Beach Hotel and 
Hilo’s Polynesian-style Sheraton Waia- 
kea Village. The Big Island’s best res- 
taurants are in hotels, but there are 
others. It’s fun to lunch at Buzz’s, up 
a flight, in Kailua-Kona, with views of 
the harbor, and to dine in candlelight 
at Huggo, directly over the water. 
Cross-island, in Hilo, Dragon Inn 
serves up tasty Chinese chow. 

The Crown Room, in Hilo’s Naniloa 
Surf Hotel, and the Poi Pounder, at 
Keauhou Beach’s Kona Surf Hotel, are 
the Big Island’s big showrooms. For

Kauai 

Longtime Hawaii buffs return again 
and again to Kauai, most breathtaking- 
ly beautiful of the islands.

You can 
dip into its colorful interior via heli- 
copter.

They like the 
folksy entertainment provided after 
dinner by several generations of a sin- 
gle Kaui family, not to mention the 
Guslander-collected Hawaiiana—im- 
portant objects, not trivia—in the ho- 
tel’s own museum, and the giant scal- 
lop shells used as washbowls to 
supplement more prosaic sinks, in the 
bathrooms of the Polynesian-theme, 
Guslander-inspired guest rooms and 
suites. Coco Palms has three pools, 
nine tennis courts, a super beach across 
the road, and a next-door golf links, 
plus a church sought after for romantic 
weddings. 

It also has stiff competition. The firm 
that operates it—Amfac Resorts— 
opens its luxurious Waiohai Hotel— 
successor to a smaller, older, much be- 
loved house of the same name—this 
spring. And there are other top-rank- 
ers, including the Kauai Surf, with a 
clutch of excellent restaurants; the

behind putting her workroom in the 
dining room was to keep the room 
from lazing uselessly all day between 
meals, but it’s still a dining room de- 
signed to be a pleasant mealtime back- 
ground for family and guests. For eye 
appeal and practicality, we covered 
one wall with cubbyholes stashed with 
a rainbow of skeins. The loom itself, 
of course, is as decorative as a piece 
of sculpture, but space-consuming. 
How to get a respectable dining table 
into the room without crowding space 
was an obvious problem. But memory 
came to my rescue. Over 50 years ago, 
Bruno Mathsson, the Swedish design 
genius, created a miraculous piece of 
furniture he called the Maria Flap-Ta- 
ble. This marvelous number can ex- 
tend from a mere 8'% inches up to 
110 inches, and since it’s 43!/, inches 
wide, with uncomplicated leg support 
in the center, it can seat 14 with com- 
fort when fully extended. A true mod- 
ern classic, if ever there was one, this 
timeless, undated piece is available 
from Dux Interiors. We opted for the 
burl-like curly birch version, but it also 
comes in beech. And for added appro- 
priateness in this room with a loom, 
the table is set with the new Dansk 
dinnerware designed by, of all people, 
master weaver Jack Lenor Larsen.

SHELL GAME 

Made for each other, I’d say—Hilarie 
Reed’s now abuilding little beach 
house and a shell pattern by Katja of 
Sweden. The house came off the ar- 
chitect’s drawing board and fell into 
my lep simultaneously with the news 
that the fashion designer has added a 
slough of home furnishings products to 
her repertoire—from cookware to 
rugs, paper products to pillows, bed- 
spreads to bath towels, and of course, 
fabrics and wallcoverings. So fortu- 
itous, because Katja’s approach to de- 
sign problems is just like Hilarie’s ap- 
proach to the rooms she likes to live 
in—clean-cut and direct with no tol- 
erance for curlicues unless they occur 
in the convolutions of her formidable 
shell collection. Hank Reed, one of 
those world-roving engineering types, 
keeps bringing back exotic shells from 
the seven seas to add to it. In a sense 
the shell collection inspired the beach 
house. Display space in the Manhattan 
apartment was getting limited—who 
wants to bury a Coralliophila pyrifor- 
mis or a Latiaxis spinosus in a drawer 
when it should be on a shelf where 
it can be seen, and admired? 

The Reeds opted for a smallish house 
just behind the crest of a sand dune— 
really one great big room during day- 
time hours, to be subdivided as needed 
with accordion-folding partitions, with 
the kitchen to be a prominent part of 
the decor. But the shells are the great 
decorating glory, displayed on acrylic 
shelves on tall panels of glass that slice 
vertically through the house like trans- 
parent pillars. 

No decoration is needed other than 
Katja’s clean-drawn shells—in wallcov- 
ering by Carefree Wallcoverings and 
in sofa and chair slipcovers in fabric 
by Torrands Textiles. And for the fun 
of it, we covered the bathrom in the 
same wallcovering and added a Jollo 
shower curtain in the same design. Hil- 
arie’s color scheme is white on French 
blue (a pink-cast color Katja calls 
“blushing blue”) but the pattern is also 
in peach or clay gray.

cookies,” says her friend Betsy Bloom- 
ingdale.

table—but the linen will be the same. 

A cherished antique—a silver biscuit 
container or a lovely tureen—may be- 
come the centerpiece, combined with 
flowers or vegetables. “She likes very 
casual arrangements, not studied 
ones,” says florist David Jones. A good 
example is this low maidenhead fern 
surrounded by very tall tulips in tiny 
clay pots, brushed with clear lacquer 
to glisten like caramel. 

“Every table gets tulips of a different 
color—it’s magical, but very unstud- 
ied,” says Mr. Jones.

A TALE OF 
TWO PIERRES 





hat would you name a country 

French antique store run by 

two men named Pierre? Why 

Pierre Deux, of course. That’s 
Just what French-born Pierre Moulin and 
Missouri-born Pierre LeVec did when they 
opened their New York shop in 1967. 
Now, 14 years later, these pioneers have 
16 Pierre Deux shops across the country, 
carrying antiques plus Provencal fabric, 
wallpaper, china and more (see page 132). 
The American interest in Provencal prints 
was a bit of a surprise. “Since it was the 
fabric of the common people, it had been 
forgotten in France,” says Mr. Moulin.

fessor, and we started redesigning the 
catalog. We came to a manure spreader, 
and I asked why it had to be so ugly. 
I was told that it worked well, but I 
maintained that it should look good, too, 
so it was redesigned. Later, I was mo- 
toring through Iowa and I saw one of 
the new manure spreaders. I stopped 
on impulse and asked the farmer how 
he liked it. “It works real well,” he said. 


| His wife added, “And it’s purdy, real 


purdy.” “Purdy” made all the differ- 
ence. Sales went up 200 to 300 percent. 
Good design costs no more than poor 
design, and often less. But America de- 
signs, produces and sells things, from 
cars to china, which are often unat- 
tractive and sometimes positively ugly, 
while Europe and Japan consistently 
out-design and frequently outsell us. 
What makes a product well de- 
signed? People often say, “I like this” 
or “I don’t like that,” not realizing that 
this is meaningful only if their judg- 
ment is based on some knowledge of 
aesthetics. Otherwise they are express- 
ing only their personal preferences. 
Design judgment is the skill that en- 
ables the beholder to evaluate a design 
by determining its fitness, beauty, suit- 
ability, harmony, order, proportion 
and excellence. The word “skill” is 
used advisedly because a skill, by defi- 
nition, is something that must be ac- 
quired. One is not born with it. 
Of course, there are some people who 
have an aptitude for aesthetics, just as

others have an apti- 
tude for mathematics 
or science. But whe- 
ther an aptitude exists 
or not, it must be de- 
veloped by exposure 
to educative influ- 
ences. One must 
study the discipline 
by taking courses in 
decorative arts (when 
I was a vice-president 
at Macy’s, I studied 
design at night for 
three years) and by 
cultivating people 
who understand beau- 
tiful things. It is essen- 
tial to be constantly 
exposed to the visual 
arts. In short, one must train the eye. 
Good design may be isolated from 
fashion or fad by evaluating the object 
as one would a person. For example, 
is the object interesting and exciting? 
Is it honest and sincere? Or is it banal, 
insipid, cute, stupid or even silly? Or 
just dull and boring? To put it succinct- 
ly, the basis of good design is sincerity; 
the enemy of good design is pretense. 
Yet many of the items for sale in 
America are designed for show—they

say “look at me” and try and attract 
the consumer with decoration added 
for a pompous look rather than beauty. 
One of the reasons for this is that design 
judgment is seldom taught in our schools 





and colleges. Few people realize that |

“aesthetics” are not even mentioned. No | 
one trains executives to consider good | 
design as a factor in marketing, even | 


though it’s no more expensive to pro- 
duce an attractive item. And it’s been 
my experience that good design sells.

did give! At the Hostellerie le Prieuré, 
a renovated 14th-century priory at Vil- 
leneuve-les-Avignon, across the river 
from Avignon, the 11 double rooms are 
furnished with the region’s antique 
fruitwood armoires, wall-hung bread 
cabinets and typical country fabrics, 
and loaded always with fresh-cut flow- 
ers. Outside the tiny village of Joucas, 
in the Nar area to the southeast, we 
were delighted with Le Mas des 
Herbes Blanches, a modern stone hotel 
overlooking an enormous vineyard. 
And at the Domaine de Chateauneuf 
in Nan-les-Pins we put up at an 18th- 
century Provencal villa surrounded by 
new green forests and fields, and ponds 
afloat with swans. 

Knowing about Provengal cookery, 
we should have been prepared for the 
cuisine of these inns—but we'd forgot- 
ten. Our meals were absolutely ex- 
traordinary, each chef seemingly try- 
ing to outdo all others in the region. 
At La Cabro d’Or in Les Baux, we ex- 
perienced a paté de maison followed 
by fresh trout, a bottle of local wine 
and a fruit tart for dessert, all of which 
belonged in gastronomic heaven. 

The cuisine of Provence, by our stan- 
dards, would be hard to surpass. It 
seems to be the homeland of anything 
savory that is comprised of olives, par- 
ticularly the black ones, the most gent- 
ly fragrant olive oil, tomatoes, egg- 
plant, onions and garlic. Aioli, the 
region’s garlic-steeped mayonnaise,

can season everything from the area’s 
seacoast bouillabaisse (that savory mé- 
lange of quickly cooked fish and shell- 
fish, best at Marseille) to the white as- 
paragus of Cavaillon, the town also 
famed for its beautifully fragrant, jew- 
el-like little melons. Truffles, the gour- 
met’s black diamonds, are also region- 
al, but expensive. 

The herbs of Provence—there’s an 
encompassing scent of lavender in the 
sunburnt air—flavor most dishes, like 
the salt-marsh lamb roasted with rose- 
mary, the paté of thrush or pheasant, 
even the eggplant ratatouille or the lit- 
tle pies of pissaladiére, a version of piz- 
za carried over (Continued on page 36)

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from the nearby Italian coast. (On the 
first and second Wednesdays of July, 
a redolent international herb market 
is held in the streets of Buis-les-Bar- 
onnies.) 

As for wines, you can indulge in the 
vintages of the Cotes du Rhone Cha- 
teauneuf du Pape, the best known, as 
well as the rosés of Tavel and Cassis, 
but in this wine-growing, wine-con- 
scious land you're likely to get a coupe 
from a local vineyard that pleases your 
palate. As Californians, we are not 
careless about the wines we drink. 

If there’s a logical way to tour the 
Provencal region, we never discovered 
it, although the Green Michelin is full 
of suggested tours. We simply rambled 
this remarkable land, drawn off course 
many a time by the beautiful or un- 
usual. Bisected by the Rhone, this 
place of mountains, valleys, plains and 
even a chunk of the Mediterranean 
coast is hardly a unity, but its diversity 
is made one by its lucid, luminous, uni- 
versal light. You are surely aware of 
this in springtime, when the overall 
burst of flowering color turns hillsides

Wander the Provencal 
countryside—it’s like 
finding yourself in one 

of Van Gogh’s gold-hued, 
sunstruck landscapes 

of the luminous land 

he lived in and loved 


and fields lavender, mustard yellow 
and poppy red, almost more than the 
eye can cope with. It is also the clear 
answer to those brilliant canvases of 
Van Gogh and Picasso, who lived here, 
or Renoir and Chagall, who settled 
nearby on the Mediterranean coast. 
You grasp why this was chosen land 
for turn-of-the-century painters and re- 
mains an inspirational paradise for 
painters today. 
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The land is like no other, but it bears 
the marks of myriad invaders—from 
Phoenicians to warring medieval lords 
and Saracens. It was also once the elite 
province of Rome—provincia, hence 
its name. There’s a greater quantity 
of ancient ruins in Rome itself, but for 
sheer quality the Roman monuments 
of Provence can’t be beat. In Nimes, 
the Maison Carrée is still the best pre- 
served Roman temple that exists in the 
world. The great amphitheater, built 
for gory Roman spectacles about 3 
B.C., seated 21,000 and is still used on 
summer Sundays for bullfights, Spanish 
and Provencal (in which the bull is not 
killed). Not far from Nimes is the in- 
credible Pont du Gard, the 2,000-year- 
old aqueduct bridge of massive stone 
arches that still proclaims the power 
and grandeur of the Roman Empire. 
The Classical Theater in Orange is also 
the best preserved antique of its kind 
in existence, with remarkable acous- 
tics. We saw it in a misty drizzle that 
added a sense of mystery to the ex- 
perience. 

Arles, too, has its Roman amphithe- 
ater and the remains of a classical the- 
ater, which is now a walled garden 
where summer concerts are given. 

The Roman era is great, but almost 
every major period of architecture is 
represented in Provence. For the Ro- 
manesque, see the delicate 12th-cen- 
tury west porch of St. Trophime in 
Arles; and for the medieval, go to its 
richly carved cloisters. 

The most famous of Gothic-begun 
monuments is the Palace of the Popes 
in Avignon, an austere maze of many- 
layered influences, the St. Martial 
chapel adorned with Renaissance mu- 
rals, powdered lapis lazuli used as a 
painting ingredient. One morning, we 
wandered through this grandeur of the 
popes, who were disassociated from 
Rome in the 14th century and built 
this impressive pile of galleries, cham- 
bers and chapels. Then we lunched 
around the corner in a tree-shaded pla- 
za of open-air cafés. 

You will remember kindergarten 
days when you see the Pont St. Bén- 
ézet, the bridge that inspired the 
song—“Sur le pont d’Avignon, on y 
danse tout en rond’—except that the 
bridge is too narrow for round dancing 
and ends abruptly in mid-Rhone. 

Arles was the longtime dwelling 
place of Vincent Van Gogh. His 
countryside is still brilliantly intact, 
with descendants of his sunflowers still 
blooming. His house on the Place La- 
martine is gone, but the next-door bis- 
tro where he (Continued on page 84)

How to plan a great deck for a problem site 





his three-level deck in Mill Val- 
ley, Calif., looks as though it 
grew from the site upon which 
it stands—and in a sense, it did. 
It grew from owner Min Yee’s need 
for more living space and from design- 
er Lin Cotton’s careful observation of 
those needs and of the site’s potential. 
Built on a little-used, sloping yard, 
the deck wraps completely around the 
back of the house and is divided into 
three major zones. The lower deck, 
hidden by the house in the photo but 
shown in the plan, on page 50,was built 
to extend an adjoining room that was 
to become a den. The mezzanine, or 
second level, receives sun for the long- 
est part of the day. It was therefore 
planned as a place for sunbathing and 
eventually for water bathing—in a hot

tub. (This deck is still growing!) The 
third level, or observation deck, com- 
mands the best view. It overlooks a 
terraced vegetable garden and is 
shaded by a large oak tree. This level 
significantly adds to the size of the liv- 
ing room (sliding doors are planned), 
and since it is near the kitchen, it 
serves as an extra dining room as well. 

Construction grades of redwood 
were used to build the entire deck. 
Construction common, an economical 
garden-grade redwood, was used for 
the decking and the rails. Construc- 
tion heart grade was used near the 
ground and around the proposed hot- 
tub as it resists rot and insect damage.

A scale 
of 1/4 inch to one foot is right for most 
plans. Mark down the special attributes 
of each area. For instance, if one area 
gets a lot of sun or affords a good view 
or has natural formations that you want 
left intact, circle them. Depict existing 
traffic patterns, using a symbol such 
as the small circles shown in prelimi- 
nary drawing below. 

4. Place a sheet of tracing paper over 
the site plan and convert it to a floor 
plan using simple geometric or free- 
form shapes. If you’re experimenting 
with more than one level, use addi- 
tional overlays of tracing paper. Areas 
with different purposes can be made 
like islands or peninsulas, linked to- 
gether as in the Mill Valley deck—or 
simply defined by slight changes in el- 
evation. Fences, screens, outdoor serv- 
ing counters and natural formations, 
such as an outcropping of stone or a 
tree, can also act as buffers between 
the deck’s zones.

Open-air living inan 
ingenious pool house 


his contemporary pool house is 

like having a second home in 

the backyard for owners James 

and Jane Burkemper in St. Louis. 
Designed by architect J. Robert Green, 
with interiors by Don Pisoni, the cen- 
ter room is open on two sides. It makes 
a shady retreat for sun-soaked bathers, 
a great spot for meals and a terrific 
staging place for a midsummer’s night 
party. When there is no breeze, the 
overhead fan makes its own. 

Flanking the center room are a bath- 
room where guests can slip into their 
swimsuits and a pump room for hous- 
ing the pool’s mechanical systems. 

Built like a miniature, wooden 
Stonehenge, the columns are the walls. 
These happen to be hollow 12 by 12s 
and are pinned to a concrete slab. 
Screening between the posts around 
the bathroom helps keep insects out 
but allows good ventilation. The front 
of the house, which opens to the pool, 
is emphasized by tapering columns 
that double back upon the others. Ev- 
ergreens are planted in the two pock- 
ets formed behind the tapered col- 
umns. At the rear a wrought-iron fence 
closes off the back of the room.

For ponbecll Mr. Watson recom- 
mends the use of dimmers. “Dimmers 
give you the means to balance relative 
brightness in your scheme,” he says, 
“and to avoid glare.” A 100-watt source 
may blend into overall illumination in 
a well-lit room, but under a mantle 
of darkness, a 100-watter can “burn 
a hole in your eye.” This also applies 
to indoor lighting seen from outdoors. 
The brightness of an indoor light, es- 
pecially from a cool white fluorescent, 
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can kill your best outdoor efforts. 
Install dimmers to control balance 
and glare. They adapt to incandescents 
without oe and are inex- 
pensive. Fluorescent dimmers are 
more costly, and operate less well 
when the tubes are installed outdoors. 
Dimmers for high-intensity discharge 
(HID) sources are too expensive to jus- 
tify using around the home. 
“Dimmers cut back incandescent 
wattage, reducing power use,” Mr. 
Watson notes. “They vastly extend the 
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life of the bulb, and reduce the num- 
ber of times you must relamp. For any- 
one who has changed an underwater 
pool light, that takes on special mean- 
ing. 

Some control is possible without 
dimmers. For example, one could 
switch off the offending lamp by the 
window or light a room so that its spill- 
over light to the outside is soft. 

Outdoors, a set of lights at a high 
level (40 to 60 watts) and a second set 
at a lower level (15 to 25 watts) provide 
you with illumination for big parties 
or quiet gatherings. 


Where to put the fixtures 

Since most decks, patios or terraces 
are adjacent to a house, the convenient 
location for fixtures is beneath the roof 
overhang. Because of harsh glare, how- 
ever, a bare spotlight at that location 
is probably the worst source. Some ex- 
perts recommend recessing a spot 
within a fixture that cuts back the light 
spread with an opaque shade. Be sure 
to aim the fixture away from every- 
one’s line of sight. Mr. Watson advises 
putting the lights on a dimmer as well. 

“Sometimes, we'll light a deck from 
high in a tree,” says Mr. Watson. 
Placed correctly, the light will filter 
pleasantly through leaves and 
branches. 

“Often, we'll use what I call a “‘moon- 
shadow’ source,” he adds. “We use a 
blue-white incandescent bulb. Not a 
blue bulb,” he emphasizes, “but one 
labeled ‘blue-white.’ This still retains 
red components for flattering skin, 
food and flowers. The result is a very 
romantic look.” 

Small incandescents attached to the 
underside of a deck railing and shield- 
ed from sitters’ lines of sight produce 
an interesting ambient light. Post lan- 
terns at deck corners, or hanging fix- 
tures attached to a roof or sunscreen 
overhead, can also be used to spread 
light over a deck. 

“Even a tiny accent light from be- 
neath a bird feeder adds to the charm 
of the scene,” says Mr. Watson. 

For a deck or sitting area removed 
from the vicinity of the house and not 
surrounded by trees, Mr. Watson rec- 
ommends a few low garden lights 
around the area. Use lights shielded 
on top with an opaque shade, often 
called mushroom lights. “If shrubbery 
is nearby, and the property is treeless, 
we sometimes uplight the plants, al- 
lowing reflected light to spill over and 
highlight the seating space. 

A gazebo is easily illuminated with 
a hanging fixture controlled by a dim- 
mer.

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The greenhouse: 
The add-on room 
for the ’80s

he premanufactured green- 

house has a lot of things going 

for it aside from the traditional 

use of growing exotic flowers 
and houseplants. First off, its simple 
floor plan makes it suitable for any 
number of purposes. Greenhouses 
shown in this article work as a spa, 
dining area and gym—as well as places 
for growing green things. Other uses 
include bedroom and kitchen extend- 
ers, artist studios and more. Not only 
is the space adaptable for nearly any 
purpose, it’s also suitable for multiple 
uses. The same greenhouse can serve 
as a gardener’s workspace, a breakfast 
nook and a children’s playroom. 

Second, greenhouses conjure images 
of self-sufficiency. Properly oriented, 
constructed and utilized, they can pro- 
vide a net energy gain, unlike a con- 
ventional room add-on, which simply 
increases a heating fuel bill that is al- 
ready too large. 

Food can also be produced in a 
greenhouse. If you are a lover of veg- 
etables, it can let you have fresh ones 
all year long—and give you a jump on 
starting your plants before moving 
them into the garden. 

A third reason for the popularity of 
greenhouses: Today’s premanufac- 
tured models are available at far less 
cost—and often better quality—than 
custom-built structures. A top-of-the- 
line, 8 by 12 unit costs about $4,000, 
not including installation or foundation 
work. Since they are prefabricated, site 
assembly is fast. Designs are flexible, 
too—they can be adapted to cover al- 
most any volume of space—from a 
swimming pool to an apartment ter- 
race. Minimal interior finishing (no dry 





wall or moldings) also keeps costs low. 
There is another, less concrete rea- 
son for choosing a greenhouse as an 





add-on: A room of mostly glass lets you 
enjoy views that would otherwise be 
impossible. Your line of sight can swing 
from the sky to the horizon and then

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(Continued from page 58) will not 
block out sun or views from adjacent 
room interiors either, unlike most con- 
ventionally framed-and-sheathed 
rooms. 

Finally, a greenhouse can be made 
to complement any exterior. Since it 
is a light, unobtrusive structure when 
viewed from the outside, it is at home 
with colonial (see page 58) or contem- 
porary (page 62) house designs. There 
are, of course, some limitations. You 
can't, for instance, expect a net heat 
gain for your house and try to grow 
a winter crop of tomatoes. If your pri- 
ority is plants, it is usually necessary 
in northern climes to supply some aux- 
iliary heat in winter. How much heat 
depends on where you live and how 
carefully you plan your addition. 
Planning an efficient greenhouse 

There are several ways to insure an 
energy-efficient greenhouse. 

@ First, orient your greenhouse so that 
most of its glazing faces a southerly 
direction. It is not crucial that it face 
due south. Twenty degrees off the 
north-south axis will not significantly 
affect heat gain. Even 45° is accept- 
able, should you have no other option. 
@ Lay out the greenhouse so that the 
longest wall abuts the house and the 


- short walls face east and west. 


@ Unless your greenhouse will be 
small or an integral part of the room 
to which it is attached, plan an access 
way that can be sealed off from the 
house. This is particularly important if 
you don’t plan on using the greenhouse 
all the time—and will prevent it from 
becoming a heat drain for your house. 
Optional doorways include sliding pa- 
tio doors, sliding pocket doors (which 
recess inside the wall); new hinged pa- 
tio doors; movable, insulating parti- 
tions which can slide on tracks; and 
roll-down thermal curtains. 
@ Insulate around the perimeter of 
the greenhouse to a depth below the 
frost line in your locale. 
@ Choose a double- or triple-layer 
glazing. The best (and most expensive) 
glazing for a greenhouse in severe cli- 
mates is factory-sealed, triple-layer 
glass. Acrylic glazing is resistant to 
breakage, but lets in less sunlight—and 
less and less sunlight as it ages due 
to yellowing. When extruded in a dou- 
ble layer, acrylic will obscure the view 
to the outside. It can, however, be used 
with glass panels or clear acrylic panels 
at eye level to allow people inside to 
see the view outside.

enough to use the key to unlock the 
door and get out of the house. 

Another excellent safeguard for a 
door made vulnerable by a pane of 
glass is plastic glazing. Of these ma- 
terials, one that is widely available is 
Plexiglas, an acrylic sheet that, de- 
pending upon thickness, has six to 17 
times more breakage resistance than 
glass. As a security glazing, 1/4 inch is 
a good choice. To install, simply attach 
the acrylic sheet with screws to the 
inside of the door, behind the glass. 

Note: Plastic glazing should not be 
considered a substitute for a double- 
key deadbolt lock. 

A burglar deterred by the sight of 
adequate door locks usually won’t give 
up without considering other ways to 
pay a visit. Homeowners often neglect 
to secure sliding patio doors—an omis- 
sion that helps make crime pay for 
many a thief. The time-honored way 
to bolster the nearly useless latch on 
a sliding patio door is to place a section 
of broomstick in the door track. Even 
better are supplementary locks that 
pin the stile of one door to the bottom 
rail of the other. 

If you are building a home, or re- 
modeling one, you might want to in- 
stall hinged patio doors instead of the 
sliding type. Relatively new on the 
market, the hinged doors can be fitted 
with a double-keyed deadbolt lock, 
making them far more secure than slid- 
ing doors held only by a latch. 

Doors that are solidly constructed, 
deadbolted and protected with backup 
plastic glazing if necessary will force 
a thief to take a close look at windows, 
which may prove more vulnerable. 
The windows most prone to attack are 
ones at the rear of a house, or those 
that are screened from the street or 
neighborhood homes by shrubbery. A 
wide variety of window locks can be 
found at any hardware store. Essen- 
tially, these locks are metal pins that 
fit into -holes drilled completely 
through the lower sash and partly into 
the upper sash. Even if the glass is 
broken, the window can’t be opened. 

Cellar windows can be secured with 
bar-type locks—standard items at hard- 
ware dealers and mail-order houses. 

No matter how well doors and win- 
dows are protected, one final step re- 
mains—choosing and installing alarms. 

The same technological break- 
throughs that resulted in low-cost cal- 
culators, computers and other elec- 
tronic products have made it possible 
to market sophisticated alarm systems 
at reasonable prices. 

Some alarms do the job by listening,

others, in a sense, are watchers. The 
first type is designed to discriminate 





between everyday noises such as traf- 
fic, wind and percussive sounds—the 
ones a burglar makes when he smashes 
a window or kicks in a door panel. 
Alarms that respond to sound can safe- 
guard an entire house. Adjoining areas, 
such as an attached garage or green- 
house that may be beyond the alarm’s 
range, can be protected by remote sen- 
sor—a black box, little bigger than a 
pack of cigarettes. When triggered, the 
sensor plugged into an outlet in the 
extra area needing protection, sounds 
a signal through the house wiring to 
the alarm unit. Guardian Electronics 
manufactures and sells audio discrim- 
ination alarms directly. They’re priced 
from $200 up. 

Installation involves nothing more 
than plugging in the alarm and adjust- 
ing its sensitivity according to easy-to- 
follow instructions. The only wiring 
needed is for options such as external 
sirens—these are recommended even 
though the alarm has a built-in siren. 

Though sound-discrimination alarms 
can be triggered by routine noises if 
improperly adjusted by the user, they 
have a major selling point: Break-in 
noises will trip the alarm before the 
burglar is likely to have time to enter 
the house. 

Alarms in the next category—the 
watchers—rely on various designs. One 
type uses ultrasonic, high frequency 


sounds that establish a kind of pattern. 
If the pattern is broken by an intruder, 
the alarm will sound. Ultrasonic alarms 
effectively protect a room-sized area, 
and can cover a whole house with the 
addition of accessory transmitters. 
(One problem however, can be false 
triggering caused, for example, by a 
pet crossing the sound-wave pattern.) 
The First Alert, made by Pittway 
Corp., is an ultrasonic alarm and is 
priced under $200. 

In the same category are microwave 
alarms that transmit a radio signal that 
is reflected back to the alarm. This 
makes it possible to detect an intruder 
because the frequency of the radio sig- 
nal is altered when reflected. Radio 
Shack, a nationwide chain, sells such 
alarms for about $200. Like the ultra- 
sonics, radio-wave units are designed 
primarily to cover a limited area such 
as a room, but can be expanded with 
accessories. 

Less costly to buy, but time-consum- 
ing to install, are so-called hard-wire 
alarms. Switches are installed at each 
window and exterior door, and these 
must be wired into the alarm box con- 
cealing the wiring by snaking it 
through the walls. Many electronic- 
supply houses sell hard-wire alarms. 
Prices for these begin at less than $100, 
though the finished installation will in- 
volve greater expense. @

tive of the Wallcovering Information 
Bureau offers tips to get you started 
right and finished without a flaw: 

@ Buy enough paper the first time 
around, because if you must return to 
the store for more paper at a later date, 
the original dye lot may no longer be 
available. Buying from a different lot 
may result in slight color variations in 
your room. If you do run short and 
cannot obtain the identical dye lot, 
start on another wall so you can’t see 
the difference. 

@ To determine the amount of wall- 
covering you will need, measure the 
walls and ceilings to be covered. Then 
subtract the area of large openings 
such as doors and windows. (To figure 
the area of rectangular surfaces, mul- 
tiply the height or length by the 
width.) Divide the result by 30 feet 
when using standard single rolls, by 60 
when using double rolls, to determine 
the number you will need. Round off 
the total to the next greatest whole 
number. For example, if all the sur- 
faces to be covered total 200 square 
feet, you would divide by 30 and come 
up with about 6.7. Round off to 7 rolls. 
@® Before you begin papering, unroll 
all rolls and inspect them for flaws, 
such as spots in the wrong places. If 


the flaws will be apparent, return the 
affected wallcovering to your dealer. 
@ Work alone. Too many cooks can 
foul things up. Start slow, until you get 
a feel for what you are doing. 

@ Your first attempt should be an easy 
room—or just one wall. Since bath- 
rooms and kitchens are relatively com- 
plex, avoid them as first-time projects. 
@ Use a sharp razor and change it of- 
ten—every few strips. When trimming 
against plaster walls, the razor blade 
should be changed more frequently. 

@ When mixing powder pastes, use a 
wire whisk. It will help keep the mix- 
ture free of lumps. 

@ Be sure to wipe excess paste imme- 
diately from woodwork and ceiling 
after trimming. Wash down the entire 
sheet of wallcovering, strip by strip. 
Don't allow for the paste smudges to 
dry. 

Above all, be prepared before you 
start a wallcovering project. Read all 
the how-to literature you can. Study 
rooms that were done by professionals 
and try to attend a how-to-hang clinic.

drank his absinthe, brush in hand, is 
said to be the same. Listen to Bizet’s- 
“L’Arlésienne Suite” to catch the spirit 
of this vigorous, joyous Latin town. The 
Jules César Hotel suggests the Louis 
XVI era, with luxey meals at its Lou 
Marques restaurant.

At rugged, towering Les Baux— 
named for the bauxite aluminum ore 
that is still mined out of its craggy 
rocks—we saw its stark castle, where 
troubadours sang their 13th-century 
love songs to the ladies of its lords. 
We also joined the rest of the tourists 
to sample the lobster soufflé at Miche- 
lin’s four-fork, triple-starred Oustau de 
Baumaniére. Would that we might 
have been there at Christmas, when 
Les Baux—and Provence in general— 
celebrates the Midnight Mass of the 
Shepherds to the sound of pipes, with 








the farm animals joining the congre- 
gation and local people as members 
of the créche. 

We found Aix-en-Provence particu- 
larly enchanting. The old Capital— 
amidst thermal spas and plenty of es- 
tablishments to put you back on your 
feet if you like that sort of thing—is 
a charmer. One of its most famous 
come-ons is the Cours Mirabeau, a 
tree-shaded, gardened avenue with 
bright-awninged cafes for relaxing 
while you look across at a handsome 
lineup of 17th-century townhouses. 
This is Cézanne’s birthplace. Here, al- 
monds are the great thing in meltingly 
marvelous pastries, and if you make 
it on Tuesday, Thursday or Saturday, 
the markets at the Palais de Justice are 
fabulous for everything, a flea market 
included. 

Not far west of Aix is one of the 
most overwhelming experiences in all 
of Provence—the Vasarely Founda- 
tion. Within its strikingly modern hex- 
agonal walls are monumental displays 
of Vasarely's geometric work—fasci- 
nating, whether or not it’s your kind 
of art. We stopped to spend half an 
hour and spent a whole morning. To 
see his paintings, drive to Gordes 
where they are installed in an old cha- 
teau. Aix, which celebrates a carnival 
every May, also has a santon factory 
where they make traditional créche 
figurines.

Our Aix visit was enlivened by a con- 
clave of gypsies. You can observe a 
great, annual gathering of gypsies from 
all over the world, May 24 and 25, at 
Stes-Maries-de-la-Mer. Here they come 
to a 12th-century fortress church to 
pay homage to Mary Magdalene and 
Mary, mother of St. James, who, legend 
says, drifted from Palestine to the 
marshy shores of the Camargue, the 
Rhone delta, France’s equivalent of 
cowboy country, where cattle and 
sheep are grown. 

Our last architectural look at Pro- 
vence was the big port town of Mar- 
seille. We went to taste its bouilla- 
baisse, but also to see one of the most 
celebrated monuments of modern ar- 
chitecture—the Unité d’Habitation, 
designed by Le Corbusier in 1952, a 
block of apartments that remains al- 
most as controversial today as it was 
then, but to the inured eye far less 
shocking in appearance.

energy suppliers. If these reasons are 
not good enough for you, there is one 
more very good one: 40 percent of the 
cost of a solar system and installation 
(up to $4,000) can be claimed as a tax 
credit the next time you file your Fed- 
eral income tax. 

In addition, if you live in a state 
which has legislated incentives over 
and above the Federal break, you may 
not have to pay sales tax or property 
tax on the system—even though the 
value of your property has been in- 
creased by the installation. (See chart 
to check incentives in your state.) 


WHAT ARE THE REQUIREMENTS? 

It’s not hard to qualify—you don’t 
even have to own your home. Tenants, 
condominium management associ- 
ations and cooperative housing corpo- 
rations are all eligible. The system 
must, however, be installed at the tax- 
payer’s principal residence—summer 
and vacation homes do not qualify. 

Requirements for the solar hardware 
are also broad. Any system (equipment 
and materials) that heats or cools a 
dwelling or heats water for use inside, 
qualifies. It can be active, i.e., involve 
mechanical means of distribution such 
as a pump or blower, or passive, i.e., 
involve nonmechanical means such as 
gravity. Unfortunately, passive systems 
that perform some other function be- 
sides collecting energy do not qualify. 
A greenhouse, for instance, is more 
than a solar collector and hence in- 
eligible. 

Note: The credit is available for items 
purchased and installed between April 
20, 1977, and Dec. 31, 1985. 


HOW TO CLAIM A CREDIT 
Obtain form 5695 from any local of- 
fice of the Internal Revenue Service, 
and file it with your regular income 
tax form (1040). For more information 
on the credit, ask for publication 903, 
“Energy Credits for Individuals.”

arble, one of earth’s most beautiful and 
enduring materials, is associated mostly 
with classical sculptures or the splendid 
facades of great buildings. The subtle 
earth and sky tones, the endless variety 
of its configuration and movement have 
inspired man for thousands of years to 
make it the medium for some of his most 
important works of art. But, aside from its intrinsic beauty, 
marble has many practical uses in the home—flooring, 
mantelpieces, counters and tabletops. When marble breaks, 
as it does easily (despite its durability, it is very brittle), 
whole surfaces may need to be replaced, such as thresholds, 
sinks or tabletops. A word of advice from marble experts: 
Treat marble like glass and caution movers, family and 
household help to do the same. Damaged sculpture should 
be entrusted only to conservation experts. Although marble 
can stand hard use, flat surfaces which are subject to 
scratches, abrasion and stains, need some special care. The 
firms and individual artisans listed here offer many services 
in marble replacement and preservation.

Tips to Prevent Problems 


Marble slabs make great pastry or 
candy-making boards, but don’t use 
them for pounding meat or cutting and 
slicing with very sharp knives. 

Dirty marble is sad, whether it’s a 
fireplace front or a vestibule floor. 
Marble needs to be clean for its beauty 
to shine through. Wash or spray with 
any ordinary solution, then wax or pol- 
ish to keep it bright. Says an importer 
of Italian marble, “There are special 
preparations, but any polish that you 
use for furniture is sufficient to bright-

time I left New England for New York

dramatic idea: Sprinkle pinpoint lights 
along the underside of the gazebo roof 
to make up your own starry firma- 
ment. 

Once the deck or patio is lit, give 
some attention to the surrounding 
grounds. Not lighting the rest of the 
landscape would be a little like serving 
cocktails in a large living room by the 
light of a single bridge lamp. Though 
able to see each other, people are in- 
clined to grow uneasy glancing away 
from the group into pitch black. 

Background lighting ideas include 1) 
uplighting trees or shrubbery with a 
bulb recessed in a fixture aimed to- 
ward the plants and away from a sit- 
ting area; 2) downlighting from a point 
midway in a tree to “sculpt” the trunk 
with light; 3) throwing light down or 
up against a solid fence to cast a pleas- 
ant reflected glow over lawn and 
plants alongside; and 4) mushroom 
lights, which are available between six 
and 26 inches high, for shedding light 
softly over the immediate area without 
leaking stray beams into anyone’s line 
of vision. These fixtures are ideal for 
garden and path illumination. 


How to light a pool 

Bright underwater lights produce a 
safer environment for night swimming, 
but a dull atmosphere for a party. 
“Dim the pool lights,” Mr. Watson ad- 
vises. “At a lower level, the lights will 
balance with subdued illumination 
around the pool. If someone still wants 
to swim, he can be seen. 

“When you're sitting around the 
pool with no intention of swimming, 
think how spectacular the water will 
appear with underwater lights and re- 
circulating pump doused. All the ter- 
race lights, and the stars, will reflect 
in what will seem like a black mirror. 

“For the terrace, I’d arrange soft 
light from surrounding trees, or reflect 
light from a house or pool house wall, 
or throw light around the terrace 
edge—light from mushroom fixtures. 

“If people are going to stand and 
move around at your party, then I’d 
recommend dimming underwater pool 
lights to a low level, so the color of 
the water surface is distinctly different 
from the terrace color. Otherwise, 
someone could walk into the pool.” 

Like building up color on a canvas, 
approach outdoor lighting gradually. 
Begin by experimenting with a few 
lights. Add more when ready. Don’t 
feel tied to one location for a fixture. 
If it doesn’t seem quite right, change 
its position, direction or intensity. 
When satisfied, guests will be pleased, 
and your life will be a shade richer.

wonders from medieval towns to the 
caves of the Fontaine de Vaucluse, 
from Rome to today.

@ The topless sunbathers surrounding 
the pool at Le Mas des Herbes 
Blanches, competing for attention with 
the incredible valley views. 

@ The look of “Country French,” 
which may be a decorating style in 
Beverly Hills, but the natural appear- 
ance of things in Provence. 

@® The predictable breakfast, served 
by uniformed maids in the colorful gar- 
den at Les Baux—hot, powerful coffee, 
croissants, little pots of butter and jam. 
@ Finally, the enjoyment of each oth- 
er’s uninterrupted companionship, 
which is possible only when away from 
the responsibilities of home. 

How did this trip compare with the 
one taken in student days? It was much 
different, of course, in many ways from 
the time when our budget was $5 a 
day—which today you could spend in 
20 minutes at an outdoor café for two 
demitasses. Our pace was different— 
less compulsive, more relaxed. But the 
most marked difference seemed to be 
in our responses: We were sometimes 
less affected, sometimes even more 
profoundly touched by what we expe- 
rienced. The age-old monuments were 
certainly no different, so I suppose the 
change reflected something that had 
happened to us during all those inter- 
vening years.

Miss Peachey wrote a book in 1851, 
and the art gained followers. Fruit ar- 
rangements became popular by the 
1870s. The skilled modeler made re- 
alistic fruits that included blemishes 
and torn leaves. Some unusual foods 
were included: We have seen domes 
filled with oysters, sliced hard-boiled 
eggs and puddings. The wax fruit-filled 
dome went out of style in America 
about 1880. Few examples of this art 
have remained in good condition. If 
your fruit is undamaged and the colors 
are clear and realistic, it could sell for 
$500 or more to a serious collector.

A. The woven coverlets of the 19th 
century in the United States and Can- 
ada were similar. Weavers had shops 
or traveled with a loom making cov- 
erlets to order. Your coverlet is a jac- 
quard weave. Elaborate designs were 
possible because the loom’s thread was 
controlled by punched cards. It is prob- 
ably cotton and wool. 

A coverlet almost identical to yours 
is in the Royal Ontario Museum of To- 
ronto, Ont., Canada. It was woven by 
Daniel Knetchel, who moved to Rose- 
ville in Waterloo County, Ont., from 
Pennsylvania about the time of the 
Civil War. The pattern in your coverlet 
was sometimes called “Church.” 

Coverlets are very much in demand. 
Your red and white coverlet, if in good 
condition, should sell for about $500 
in the United States.

he constantly invents new ways with 

food, Michel Guérard has vastly in- 

fluenced what people who are gour- 
mands (lovers of good food) want to cook 
and eat today—food that looks luscious, yet 
is as simple, light and healthful as it is delicious. 
One of the most creative, innovative and famous 
chefs now practicing nouvelle cuisine, Guérard 
first trained as a patissiere (pastry chef). From 
this he gets the delicate hand with food that 
combines with his selective, sensitive eye to 
make him a master of individual plate pre- 
sentation (originated in his first, miniscule res- 
taurant). Other Guérard hallmarks—the use of 
fruit with meat, emphasis on herbs and clay 
brick cookery that derives from French regional 
cooking (see the recipe he developed exclu- 


sively for House Beautiful, next page). In the

By PETER QUIMME 














robably no wine name is 

more widely known than 

Chablis—or more misun- 

derstood. It appears on 

scores of different wines, 

from superlative French 
bottlings to simple California jug 
white. But only French Chablis is au- 
thentic Chablis, because Chablis is a 
wine that originated in France. It’s a 
dry white wine from the hillside vine- 
yards of the quiet little Burgundian 
town of Chablis, about 110 miles south- 
east of Paris. However, the wine of 
Chablis has become so famous that its 
name has been borrowed—much to 
the annoyance of the French—and 
used all over the world to suggest or 
evoke the inimitable Chablis style: 
bone-dry, refreshingly tart, with plenty 
of savor and flavor, the ideal style of 
white wine for aperitifs or seafood. But

whether you'll get a wine that fits that 
description or something considerably 
different depends on where the wine 
comes from—not only the country, but 
also the producer—and what it costs. 
As any casual perusal of the shelves 
of a well-stocked wine store will reveal, 
there are Chablis that cost $20 a bottle 
and “‘chablis” that cost $1.59 a bottle. 
This confusing state of affairs came 
about in part because as wine making 
spread from the historic districts of Eu- 
rope to new wine lands in California, 
Australia, South America and else- 
where, it was only natural for wine 
makers in these new districts to try 
and make wines modeled on famous 
and successful European wine types— 
like Chablis. It’s understandable—al- 
though regrettably confusing—that, 
lacking names for their local wines, 
they christened them “burgundy,” 
“champagne,” “rhine” and, of course, 
“chablis” to give their customers at 
least some idea of the style or type 
of wine they were emulating. If im- 
itation, as is often said, is the sincerest 
form of flattery, then Chablis has prob- 
ably received more compliments than 
any other wine. This accounts, natu- 
rally, for the bewildering number of 
California chablis on the market. 
= The wines in these two categories— 
5 French Chablis and California cha- 
z blis—have been changing in different 
= ways in recent years and deserve a 
= fresh look from today’s wine drinker. 


The Chablis of France: A visitor to any 
of Europe’s extreme northern wine dis- 
tricts—like Chablis—is amazed that 
anyone would plant grapes in such a 
cold, inhospitable region. The vine- 
yards of Chablis are vulnerable to kill- 
ing springtime frosts that can wipe out 
a grower’s entire crop. If it weren't 
for the fame of the wine originating 
from the chalky hillsides of the area 
and thus the high price, growers would 
not make enough from good vintages 
to compensate for the frequent disas- 
trous ones. In fact, 15 years ago, it was 
thought that Chablis would disappear 
within a couple of generations because 
the climate in that part of France 
made modern wine production too un- 
economical. 

But for Chablis, worldwide demand 
for fine wine came just in time, and 
today authentic Chablis is in no danger 
of disappearing, even though it’s not 
liable to appear very often on most 
wine lovers’ tables: Prices now hover 
in the $10 to $20 a bottle category, 
and will probably rise. Demand con- 
tinues to outstrip supply, and the sup- 
ply is limited by French law: Genuine 
Chablis may only be made from the 
Chardonnay grape grown in specific 
vineyards (about 3,000 acres in all) sur- 
rounding Chablis. 

Now that you know why genuine 
Chablis is so expensive, you may won- 
der whether it’s worth the price. Even 
if its now become, for most of us, a 
special occasion wine, there are occa- 
sions when it’s the perfect wine to 
serve. Chablis has long been consid- 
ered the classic accompaniment to fine 
seafood such as oysters on the half-shell 
or bay scallops. Certainly you can serve 
any number of other dry white wines, 
including less expensive ones, with sea- 
food, and they will be just as appro- 
priate, but to my way of thinking, a 
fine Chablis, with its sharp, savory fla- 
vor and whistle-clean finish, provides 
just the right accent. That’s because 
it not only looks vibrant—pale straw 
with a hint of green—it tastes that way. 
It’s not just crisp, it’s downright lem- 
ony-tart acid. Forget all the fanciful 
talk you may have heard about “flint,” 
“chalk” or “pebbles.” The point is that 
fine Chablis has a vivid tang and depth 
that is quite distinct, even obvious, but 
not easy to describe. 

These qualities are hard to find in 
other dry white wines, which is why 
it isn’t easy to suggest a substitute for 
fine Chablis. In fact, French white Bur- 
gundies such as Meursault or Puligny- 
Montrachet (also made from the Char- 
donnay grape), which would seem to 
be the obvious next best things, are 
usually too ripe and rich in flavor and 
lack the clean-cut style of fine Cha- 
blis—and besides, they're often more 
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expensive than Chablis. 

When it comes to buying Chablis, 
remember that vintages are important. 
A Chablis from a poor year will taste 
unbearably sharp, and still be expen- 
sive. Fortunately, recent years—1979, 
1978, 1977 and 1976-—have all been 
good to fine. 

Chablis comes in four categories and 
is priced accordingly. Grand Cru Cha- 
blis is the finest and most expensive 
Chablis (about $20). Such bottlings 
come from seven top-ranked vineyards 
and will often carry a vineyard name 
(“Les Clos,” “Valmur” and so on), in 
addition to the phrase Grand Cru Cha- 
blis. (The differences between the 
vineyards are subtle, even for experts, 
and needn’t worry the average wine 
lover.) Wines labeled Premier Cru Cha- 
blis are from 21 second-ranked vine- 
yards, but Premier Cru is not far be- 
hind Grand Cru in quality, and it’s 
often better value (about $15). Premier 
Cru can also carry vineyard names 
(“Vaillon,” etc.), and again the differ- 
ences are slight. A great deal of what’s 
labeled Chablis carries neither the 
Grand Cru or Premier Cru designa- 
tions—or vineyard names on the label, 
and is more modestly priced (about 
$10 to $14). Such wines can also rep- 
resent good value. The fourth catego- 
ry, a lesser wine from the district la- 
beled Petit Chablis, is rarely seen, 
rarely exciting and not worth paying 
a premium for.

Most of the vineyards of Chablis, like 
those of Burgundy and other provinces, 
have numerous owners, and many local 
producers own a variety of parcels. By 
bottling their own wines and buying 
grapes from other growers, the produc- 
ers are then able to offer an entire 
range of Chablis in various categories, 
from a basic Chablis to a Grand Cru. 
There are a number of such producers 
and shippers of Chablis, but two ship- 
pers well distributed in this country 
whose bottlings I have found consistent- 
ly pleasing in all price categories are 
J. Moreau & Fils and Albert Pic & Fils.

FINO SHERRY: THE UNDERRATED APERITIF 


n its homeland—Spain—virtually all the 
sherry people drink is bone dry. When you 
ask for a glass of sherry to accompany the 
ever-present tapas (appetizers), what you 
et is a small, tulip-shaped glass called a copita 
illed with pale-yellow, icy-cold fino. Fino is the 
driest sherry, and in Spain, as well as elsewhere 
around the world, the classic aperitif. Amontil- 
lado, oloroso and cream sherry are darker and 
sweeter sherries, and unlike fino, are best ap- 
preciated without food. 

A number of wine-producing countries make 
“sherry,” but none makes anything comparable 
to a fresh, dry fino sherry from Spain. A good 
fino looks pale and delicate, but it has a tangy, 
savory flavor that both whets the appetite and 
is an excellent accompaniment to a wide variety 
of hors d’oeuvres: olives, salted nuts, ham, 
shrimp, cold cuts, sausages, cheese—even egg 
rolls! Fino also goes remarkably well with shell- 
fish, smoked fish and a variety of soups, which 
are notoriously difficult to match with wine. And 


because sherry is higher in alcohol (about 18 per- 
cent) than ordinary table wines, a bottle will serve 
more guests than a bottle of white wine would. 

Fino, once opened, can be kept for a short time 
in the refrigerator. It tends to lose freshness, 
however, so to enjoy it at its best, finish it within 
a couple of days. 

Fine S ah sherries of all types are shipped 
worldwide by a number of giant firms; each ships 
its finos, amontillados, olorosos and so on under 
different proprietary names. The two top choices 
are the world-famous Tio Pepe (which does not 
mention fino on the label), shipped by Gonzales 
Byass, and La Ina, shipped by Pedro Domecq 


(both about $7). Other good brands: Duff Gor- 


don’s Fino Feria, Sandeman’s Fino Apitiv (both 
about $7) and Harvey’s Bristol Fino (about $9). 
Be sure to buy fino from a merchant with a 
good turnover so you'll get a fresher bottle. Tio 
Pepe also comes in half bottles, which is the ideal 
way to serve fino. 
Always serve fino crackling cold.

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California chablis and Chardonnay: 
As most wine lovers are aware, almost 
all California wines are labeled in one 
of two ways: as varietals or generics. 
Both labeling methods are supposed to 
indicate what’s contained in the bottle, 
but actually only varietal labeling—so 
called because the wine is labeled with 
the name of the predominant grape 
variety used—really tells you much 
about the wine. Generic wines—those 
that use familiar names such as bur- 
gundy, rhine, claret, chianti, chablis 
and so on—are supposed to be named 
after particular styles of wine, but since 
there’s no legal requirement as to the 
method of wine making or grape va- 
rieties that can be used, generic names 
such as chablis aren’t particularly in- 
formative. Sometimes there’s a very 
nice wine in the bottle, sometimes 
there isn’t, and one producer’s chablis 
needn't be at all similar to the chablis 
produced by someone else.

But there are some guidelines. Wine 
drinkers expect California chablis to be 
white (although one winery sells a 
“pink” one) and, more importantly, to 
be fairly dry. There’s something else 
that affects the taste of what you will 
find in a bottle of California chablis. 
A producer will almost always be able 
to ask a higher price for a varietal wine 
than he will for a generic wine. This 
means that most chablis will be made 
from the less distinguished, less expen- 
sive grape varieties (say, French Co- 
lombard instead of Sauvignon Blanc) 
or at best will consist of blends which 
could not be given a varietal label be- 
cause no single grape variety predomi- 
nates in the mix. In practice this means 
that the classic grape of Chablis, the 
Chardonnay, will always be used—if 
it’s used at all—in small percentages 
in a California chablis. 

Does this mean that a wine lover 
looking for the closest California equiv- 
alent to Chablis should turn to Char- 
donnay, which is at least made from 
the right grape? Sometimes. The Cali- 
fornia climate, even in the cooler dis- 
tricts, is much warmer than that of the 
Chablis district in France, and Califor- 
nia Chardonnay tastes correspondingly 
riper, fuller (Continued on page 156)

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and less acidic than French Chablis. 
But there are examples of California 
Chardonnays that do manage to con- 
vey something of the lean, more acidic 
style of French Chablis. Among recent 
examples are 1977 Freemark Abbey 
Chardonnay and 1977 Joseph Phelps 
Chardonnay, both Napa Valley wines 
(about $10). One Chardonnay remark- 
ably similar in style to fine Grand Cru 
Chablis—the superb 1978 Trefethen 
Chardonnay, also from Napa Valley 
(and also about $10). 

Curiously enough, a certain amount 
of oak flavor in a California Chardon- 
nay can suggest something like the 
sharpness and bite of French Chablis, 
particularly if the wine isn’t too rich 
and fruity. For this reason, weightier, 
more expensive California Chardon- 
nays may not be light and lean enough 
to approximate the character of Cha- 
blis. In recent samplings I found two 
modestly priced California Chardon- 
nays that are both austere in character 
and have plenty of bite: 1979 Louis 
M. Martini California (Pinot) Chardon- 
nay and 1978 Wente Bros. California 
(Pinot) Chardonnay (both about $5.50). 

But what about the California wines 
actually labeled “chablis’? A number 
of wineries do consciously aim at some- 
thing like the style the name is sup- 
posed to convey.

f you're planning a trip, it isn’t 


necessary to leave old velvet paws |

Although most cats are less than 
thrilled with traveling, it’s better than 
being left behind, and cat travel can 
be a cinch if you handle it properly. 
First, do not travel with a cat who 
isn’t in the best of health. Look for 
a glossy coat, bright eyes, vim, vigor 
and whatever is normal for your cat. 


See a vet, have the animal examined, | 


bring his or her vaccinations up to date 
and obtain a certificate of health along 
with a vaccination record. (Do not hit 
the road with a very old cat, either. 
Old or sick cats are not very portable.) 
Your mode of travel greatly affects 
you and your cat. In the United States, 
pets are off limits on AMTRAK trains 
and that about eliminates all rail travel. 
The same applies for buses. This leaves 
the traveling cat automobiles, air- 
planes, some ships and the pogo stick. 
Most cats loathe being transported 


| anywhere by any means, but yours 


might be the great exception—one 
who enjoys looking out at the passing

including air travel and even normal visits to the vet, is 
the Hi-Flyer by Catac, an English import. It is extremely 
lightweight, quite sturdy and well ventilated. The top half 
is removable and can be used as a holder for a specially 
designed litter pan. It meets all U.S. Department of Ag- 
riculture regulations and is available from the Felines of 
Distinction Catalog, 552 Hudson St., New York, NY 10014. 

When traveling by car you will require a litter pan and 
filler. Disposable cardboard litter boxes are the most con- 
venient—Lowe’s Kitty Litter is recommended because of 
its superior absorption, odor control and dust control. Do 
not leave the litter box out at all times (with or without 
its contents). Stop the car every four hours when driving 
during the day. Feed the cat and provide water. Unfold 
the disposable box and pour in the litter. Place it on the 
floor of the back seat, and allow your cat to use it in 
privacy. Note: Feeding and watering first encourages most 
cats to use the litter shortly afterward. 

Of course you will need a food dish and water bowl, 
plus a generous supply of cat food. In addition, it’s an 
important idea to carry a feline first-aid kit. 

Take along a cat harness and leash. These can be in- 
valuable in many situations on the road and even when 
you arrive at your final destination. Unless you're prepared, 
a cat who has found the trip fearsome and arduous may 
streak off into the unknown once the car door is opened. 
I recommend a harness and leash rather than a cat collar 
and leash, unless the collar is made of elastic or has a 
“break-away” feature such as Velcro or snaps. The Elastic 
Cat Harness by Catac is one of the finest. 

Particularly if you are going far afield, it is recommended

that you have the cat tattooed with an identification num- | 
ber and enrolled in a registry such as ID Pet, Inc, PO 
Box 2244, Noroton Heights, CT 06820. At the very least, 
have an ID tag made with the cat’s name, owner, address 
and phone number. This is not a bad idea to pursue even 
if your cat is a homebody. You never know when this 
might be useful. Even home-bound or apartment-dwelling 
cats can fall out windows and need identification. 

The number one hazard for movable cats is heat stroke. 
If you plan on traveling during the hot months or in a 
warm part of the country, it is best to drive during the 
early morning, late afternoon and evening hours. Do not 
put the cat near the back window of the car, on hot metal 
flooring or in a container that is too hot or stuffy. If the 
weather is really hot, place a plastic bag full of ice cubes 
inside the carrier. It will have a cooling effect. Check the 
carrier from time to time so that your treasure won't get 
wet feet should the melting cubes drip. Place the carrier 
on the rear seat of the car, strap it with the seat belt 
and expect a little preliminary music from the occupant 
who will eventually accept this indignity and settle down 

Never, under any circumstances, should you leave the 
cat alone in a parked car. This is the major cause of heat 
strokes for cats and dogs. 

Check in advance for hotels and motels that accept pets. 
Most will tolerate a cat, provided it is caged. Touring With 
Towser is a directory of hotels and motels that accom- 
modate guests with pets. Send $1 to Gaines TWT, PO

Traveling with a cat by air is more complicated. Check 
with each airline for its regulations and suggestions. They, 
in turn, are regulated by governmental agencies. For com- 
plete information, write to your local Humane Society or 
American Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
441 E. 92nd St., New York, NY 10028, and ask for its 
booklet, “Traveling With Your Pet.’

Pat dry with paper towels. Brush both 
sides of fillets with brandy. Set aside. 
O) In 8-inch square glass dish, heat but- 
ter 45 seconds. Add mushrooms and 
apple slices, stirring gently to coat with 
butter. Cover dish loosely with waxed 
paper and microwave on high power 
4 minutes. 

C Place each fillet diagonally on piece 
of parchment paper. Top fillets with 
mushrooms, apple slices, shrimp and 
onion rings.

L] Place trout in shallow glass baking 
dish large enough to hold trout side 
by side. Dot with butter. Cover with 
plastic wrap and microwave on high 
power 7 to 8 minutes, turning dish 
once.

LJ To clean scallops: Hold a scallop 
over bowl to catch juices. Using knife 
with wide, rigid blade, slip blade be- 
tween 2 shells of scallop. Slide blade 
flat against inside of top flat shell to 
detach it. Lift off shell; discard. With 
spoon, detach scallop and its coral from 
curved bottom shell; discard shell. 

LJ With knife, cut off black parts of 
scallop and ribbonlike grayish mem- 
brane surrounding it. 

LJ Rinse scallops under cold, running 





water; then pat dry. Set scallops aside 
until needed. 

C Strain scallop juice through sieve 
lined with cheesecloth into small 
saucepan. Refrigerate and reserve for 
a soup or future sauce. 

(1) To prepare sauce: Wash and drain 
endives; with paring knife, cut in 1- 
1/2-inch lengths, then cut in opposite 
direction to make julienne strips. 

(J In saucepan melt butter. Add en- 
dives; sauté until lightly brown, stirring 
with fork. 

CL) Season to taste with salt and pepper. 
Sprinkle with sugar; cover; cook on low 
heat 15 minutes. 

(J Stir in cream. Simmer uncovered 
over low heat until sauce thickens— 
about 10 minutes. 

L] Prick orange scallop corals with fork 
to prevent them from splitting open 
when cooking. Season scallops with salt 
and pepper; dredge in flour; shake off 
excess. 

LJ In skillet, heat butter. When sim- 
mering, add scallops; cook on medium- 
high heat 1 to 1-1/2 minutes each side 
until lightly browned. Time required 
will vary with size of scallops. 

L] Have ready 4 serving shells. Fill bot- 
tom of each shell with 1/4 of endive 
sauce. With slotted spoon, remove scal- 
lops from skillet. Place 1/4 of scallops 
gently in each shell. Garnish with cher- 
vil or parsley. Serve immediately.

e If you can’t do these tasks right away, 
or you have a great deal of flowers to 
do, store the cut flowers right up to 
their necks in a sink filled with water. 
@ Some experts suggest supplying a lit- 
tle nutrient in the water of cut flowers. 
Use a teaspoon of sugar for every quart 
of water. Change the water often. 

eIf you want buds to open fast, put 
stems into a container of warm water. 
If you have to hold cut flowers some 
time, remember the florist’s refrigera- 
tor case: Placing your arrangement in 
a cool garage or basement or in your 
refrigerator can keep flowers looking 
fresh for about two days. 

e You can sometimes revive slightly 
wilted cut flowers by recutting stems— 
under water—and placing them up to 
their heads in a sink filled with warm 
water for about a half hour.

A: Yes. I don’t like pastels and straight.

olor has a special brilliance — and a special appeal—when it’s set among the 

cool greens of the shaded garden. Planting such a garden is a challenge because 

most flowering plants do demand sunshine throughout the day. But there are 

many which will thrive beneath the dense cover of shade trees or as a shady 
border on the north side of the house. Let nature make some recommendations. In the 
beginning of spring, before the fresh green leaves of deciduous trees block the sun, early 
spring-flowering bulbs (such as Scilla, Crocus, Kaufmanniana and Species tulips, Grape 
Hyacinth and early Narcissus) produce flowers and foliage to ripen the bulbs for next 
year’s bloom in areas that will soon be in deep shade. A knowledge of the forest hierarchy 
can also help you make plant selections. Below the treetop canopy, flowering shrubs such 
as mountain laurel and rhododendron thrive in the forest understory. On the forest floor, 
many woodland plants such as the delicate Dutchman’s Breeches, fragrant violets and 
the native winter hardy Cypripedium or lady’s slipper orchids bloom. From the forests 
and jungles of the tropics, cultivated varieties of shade lovers such as begonias and impatiens 
become annuals for shady North American gardens.@ —KEN DRUSE

with Campari, Pernod, Lillet and Vermouth

ow is the time, in this tender 
month of May, when summer 
sends its first signs—soft 
reezes, silky nights and the perfume 
f flowers in the air. With these har- 
ingers of warm weather pleasures 
omes one of summer’s joys—fresh, 
ght aperitifs that set a gentle mood 
r the brunch, lunch or dinner to fol- 
w. Made to taste, rather than mea- 
re, these simple summer refreshers 
re usually lower in alcohol (those with 
igh alcohol are invariably mixed with 
da water or fruit juices, thus cutting 
e alcohol considerably) and brim- 
ing with interesting flavors such as 
hose you find in vermouth, Lillet, 
ampari and Pernod. 
ERMOUTH is an ancient drink whose 
rigins go back to the Homeric Greeks. 
hey, and later the Romans, added 
oney, cypress, myrrh, tar, flowers, 
ormwood and resin to their wines, 
robably to make them drinkable. Ver- 
outh was reborn in its modern ver- 
ion in 18th-century Italy and has since 
ecome one of our most versatile, year- 
ound aperitifs. 


Vermouth—delicious to sip 
or mix in tall,cool drinks 


Although the base of vermouth is 
ine, its character and flavors come 
rom an infusion of spices, herbs, seeds, 
eels, barks and flowers, which is why 
t is called an aromatized wine. There 
re two kinds of vermouth—dry and 
weet; both average 16 to 19 percent 
in alcohol content. Dry vermouth is 
ale-colored, relatively light-bodied, 
nticing and has a delicately aromatic 
ouquet. Sweet vermouth is a golden 
rown, full-bodied drink with a heady, 
oodsy bouquet. 

The simplest way to enjoy this aro- 
matized wine is to pour dry vermouth 
over the rocks. For a touch more taste, 
add a lemon, orange or lime peel. Or 
sprinkle in a dash or two of bitters. 
@ For added charm and diversity, com- 
bine half dry vermouth, half sweet ver- 
mouth over ice and add a small wedge 
of lemon. Or, add less ice and fill the 
glass with club soda. @ Mix two parts 
dry vermouth, one part sweet ver- 
mouth with a cherry and a dash of 
maraschino. ®@ Pour half dry vermouth, 
half sweet vermouth and the juice of 
half an orange over ice, and fill with 
club soda. ® Or, mix about 2 ounces 
dry vermouth with créme de cassis to 
taste (usually about 7/; ounce) over ice 
and fill the glass with club soda. 
LILLET is one of the tastiest of ver- 
mouth’s many variations. Made in 
France, with 18 percent alcohol, its la- 
bel describes it as an aperitif vermouth. 


White Lillet, (lee-lay) which is rel- 
atively dry (there is also a sweet red 
Lillet), is a golden yellow drink whose 
secret blend of botanicals gives it a 
rich, many-layered bouquet with a flo- 
ral undertone. It is fuller bodied than 
most vermouths and has a long, lus- 
cious aftertaste. 

So delightful is it that chilled Lillet, 

served absolutely neat with not as 
much as an ice cube, is a thoroughly 
satisfying drink. At the same time, Lil- 
let is versatile. @ Add a small wedge 
of lemon, orange or lime. @ Add two 
or three dashes of Amaretto for a touch 
of almond flavor. @ Combine equal 
parts of Lillet and dry gin over ice, 
and squeeze lemon rind on top. 
@ Combine equal parts of Lillet and 
dry gin, add a dash or two of créme 
de noyeau (a liqueur made of fruit 
stones that has a bitter almond flavor) 
over ice, mix well and squeeze orange 
rind on top. @ Or, combine two parts 
Lillet, one part brandy and one part 
orange juice over ice and add a dash 
of grenadine to make yourself a re- 
freshing Orange Lillet. 
CAMPARI is an aperitif from Italy that 
is made by steeping a secret formula 
of aromatic and bitter flavors (from 
fruits, stems, bark, roots and seeds) in 
an alcohol base. The result is a deep 
raspberry-shaded drink that is singu- 
larly distinctive, refreshing—and, in its 
undiluted state, bitter. 

At 48-proof (24 percent alcohol) and 
with its wry taste, Campari is only rare- 
ly taken neat. Usually, 2 ounces of 
Campari are poured over ice in a tall 
glass, and club soda is added. Often, 
tonic is substituted for soda. @ For a 
particularly fresh and gentle brunch 
aperitif, pour 2 ounces of Campari and 
3 to 4 ounces of orange juice over ice.

@ Campari also mixes well with other 
alcohol drinks as in the Americano: | 
ounce each of Campari and sweet ver- 
mouth over ice with a twist of lemon 
peel. @ Slightly stronger in alcohol is 
the Negroni, which is the Americano 
with the addition of 1 ounce of gin. 

PERNOD, which was created in France 
in the 1700s, originally as a medicinal 
remedy named The Green Fairy, is an 
intriguing aperitif that takes its prima- 
ry flavor from anise, as do many other 
drinks made in the Mediterranean 
countries. This wonderfully aromatic 
and unique herb comes mainly from 
the seeds of the star anise, a large tree 





of the magnolia family. The oil essence 
of these anise seeds is blended with 
at least 15 other herbs and plants, in 
an alcohol base. The result is Pernod— 
a greenish-yellow, 90-proof drink of 
limpid clarity. 

But Pernod, sophisticate that it is, 
does not stay that way. 

Drink it as the French do—1 part 
Pernod to 5 parts water over ice—and 
this crystal quality disappears. Water— 
in fact, any liquid—causes an imme- 
diate chemical reaction between the 
anise essence, the alcohol and the liq- 
uid. The anise molecules break up into 
tiny particles, and this causes the drink 
to become opaque and milky.

But the visual change does not affect 
taste. If anything, water enhances Per- 
nod, diluting the alcohol and develop- 
ing a rounder, more velvety person- 
ality. Pernod’s personality, however, 
does not stop with its classic water 
union. It welcomes other liquids, par- 
ticularly fruit and vegetable juices. 
@ Many a brunch has started with 1 
part Pernod and 3 parts orange juice 
poured over ice and decorated with 
a sprig of fresh mint; or, with a French 
Bloody Mary—1'/. ounces Pernod, '/2 
ounce lemon juice and 4 ounces to- 
mato juice over ice. Add a dash of 
Worcestershire sauce, Tabasco and cel- 
ery salt, and stir. ® For a Pernod Bit- 
ter, pour 114 ounces Pernod over ice 
cubes. Fill the glass with bitter lemon 
and add a dash of lemon juice. ® For 
a Pina Pernod, pour 1'/, ounces Pernod 
over ice, and fill with pineapple juice. 
@A Pernod Parachute combines 1'/2 
ounces Pernod over ice with 3 ounces 
each of cranberry juice and pineapple 
juice. @ For a Sparkling Pernod, pour 
1144 ounces Pernod over ice, fill with 
club soda and squeeze in the juice of 
a lemon slice. @ Or, for a Pernod Sun- 
rise, combine 1'/ ounces Pernod, 2 
ounces each of orange juice and club 
soda over ice. Add a dash of Grenadine 
and stir. - 

OUZO—the beloved drink of Greece— 
looks like pure spring water but, like 
Pernod, it is a 90-proof drink infused 
with the heady flavors of anise. It shares 
other similarities with Pernod: Both 
cloud when mixed with other liquids 
and both have a remarkable affinity 
for fruit and vegetable juices. So much 
so that any drink that can b 

with Pernod can be made wit! 

It is one more way to enjoy

‘Vrowing flowers in the shade is a tricky 
Jbusiness. However, there are ways you 
can deal with low-light problems. When 
shade is the result of shadows cast from 
buildings and walls, you can’t change the 
situation. You can, however, amend the 
available light by painting walls white, mir- 
roring some surfaces or installing pools or 
ponds where possible to reflect light. 

When shade is due to the overhead can- 
opy of trees, light conditions can be im- 
proved by pruning. Trees also influence 
conditions on the ground, drawing moisture 
and nutrition, necessitating frequent water- 
ing and fertilizing of the flowers. Sometimes 
there is an opposite effect—the accumula- 
tion of fallen leaves and a lack of air cir- 
culation leads to shady areas that are wet 
and buggy, plagued by muddy paths and 
infested with mosquitoes and slugs. Improv- 
ing drainage, surfacing walkways, baiting 
for slugs, keeping goldfish in the pond and 
introducing frogs or other insect predators 
to the garden will help. 

Flowering houseplants (leave them in 
pots and elevate on bricks to prevent wa- 
terlogging or insect invasion) summering in 
the shade provide decorative oases of color, 
and benefit greatly from the conditions— 
often doubling in size. All of the plants be- 
low will do well in partial shade, and many 
will even thrive in dense shade. Try a few 
and observe their performance over a sea- 
son or two before you undertake a massive 
planting.

Pruning encourages bushy growth. 
Many types of herbs can be grown 
indoors, but they require very bright 
sun, a south- or southwest-facing win- 
dow, cool temperatures and high hu- 
midity. A good location is a_ bright 
kitchen window, where water from the 
sink can add to humidity and plants 
can be easily snipped for cooking use. 
Plants should be grown in a loamy soil 
mix that is fast draining and to which 
compost has been added for nutrition.

TRICKS OF THE TRADE 

Robert Martin, peripatetic designer, 
practices all over the map, but gener- 
ally commutes between his offices in 
New York and Williamsburg, Va.—that 
is, in a sense, between clients at each 
end of the contemporary-to-traditional 
spectrum. He plays no favorites himself, 
likes to mix old and new and different 
styles. To create a room to remember, 
says he, give it something unexpected— 
not necessarily eccentric or outré, but 
something the eye might not antici- 
pate—an off-the-beaten-track color, a 
piece of avant-garde sculpture in a tra- 
ditional room, or the surprise of a pe- 
riod fabric in a sparse contemporary 






room. Here are a few of his favorite 
ploys. Make a typical 8-foot-high room 
seem taller by hanging woven wooden 
blinds and drapery panels not from 
window frames, but above the frames, 
creating the illusion of taller windows. 

“Why one space-guzzling dining ta- 
ble in a dining room?” he asks. He likes 
to use two 42-inch-square pedestal ta- 
bles that can be used separately or put 
together for traditional seating. The se- 
cret of success here is in the central 
pedestal, meaning that diners’ legs and 
table legs don’t tangle. 

“Keep your eye peeled for wallpa- 
pers and fabrics that can go either tra- 
ditional or contemporary.” Case in 
point is Brunschwig & Fils’ Rizzoli, a 
feathery design derived from the end- 
paper in old books and, properly 
enough, named for the internationally 
known Italian book publishers. In 
shades of cream to brown or peach to 
henna, fabric is 50 inches wide un- 
glazed cotton, has a wallpaper to 
match, and it wouldn’t matter if the 
room’s furniture were acrylic or Chip- 
pendale, pattern and period would live 
together happily.@ —M.G.

1. Navajo rugs: The first 
great American craft 


ow is the time to 
collect Navajo 
rugs—fine ones are 


appreciating at nearly 20 
percent a year, and 
weavers are doing some 
of the most skillful work 
ever. And since few Na- 
vajo women are taking up 
the loom, the art is likely 
to become an endangered 
species. WHAT TO 
LOOK FOR: What 
counts, of course, is the 
fineness of the weave and 
the yarn, but equally im- 
portant is the brilliance 

of the design. Though 
weaving is based on 10 
regional patterns that have evolved 
within the reservation, no two rugs are 
ever alike. Some weavers have a talent

They ap- 
peal to men, women, young and old 
alike. ’ve done a similarly subtle pat- 
tern every year since. 

But there’s another reason why 
sheets are a great decorating tool. They 
can set the mood of the whole room. 
With this in mind, I designed a second 
pattern, a bold floral that really made 
a splash. Dress a bed in a powerful 
print like this (the bed, after all, is the 
largest and most important piece of 
furniture in the room), and the bed-

Decorating with

sheets, your limited palette has already 
been worked out for you—it’s fairly 
easy to take it from there and play 
with a solid on the walls, a contrasting 
print on the bed, a different pastel for 
throw pillows.

AND HOW IT GREW 
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“It helps to be a complete romantic when 
you fall in love with an old building,” 
says the owner of this country school- 
house, “because you're headed for heart- 
ache.” After searching for a year and 
a half, photographer Hal Davis and his 
wife, Laura, finally satisfied their fascination with schoolhouses 
when they bought this one-room structure in Dutchess County, 
N.Y. It sat in the fork of a quiet country road, framed by 
the pastoral beauty of rolling farmland. But the tiny building, 
measuring a scant 16 feet by 22 feet, had been home of the 





town drunk and suffered from years of neglect. It took the 
Davises five years to realize the promise that lay behind the 
charming facade. The schoolhouse went through a restoration 


and gained a porch, greenhouse, garage and wing in the process. 


A small room at the back of the schoolhouse was turned into the Davises’ study and made to resemble 
an old English office. The cheery red walls are backdrops for the English rolltop desk, a sleep sofa, 
New York State hutch and the Davises’ collection of dog paintings. Muffy, one of the family's three 
lack Russell terriers, poses for his portrait on an oriental rug.

he single-family house has 
been so firmly entrenched in 
American culture that it is 
hard to believe that our inflationary 
economy, with its resultant soaring 
interest rates and building costs, 
could threaten its survival. 
Acknowledging the danger as real 
and present, Chicago’s Stanley Ti- 
german, one of the country’s leading 
and most controversial architects, 
has attacked the problem head-on. 
An avid student of American culture, 
he has demonstrated that with a lot 
of careful planning the American 
dream house can live. 
On a half-acre building lot at the 
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end of a cul-de-sac in a suburban 
subdivision, this 2,500-square-foot 
house was designed by Tigerman for 
a couple with one child and was built 
just a year and a half ago at a cost 
of $125,000 (excluding land). Stock 
building parts, the same used by the 
builder throughout the subdivision, 
helped the house meet its tight bud- 
get. In order to make the compact 
spaces seem larger than they really 
are, Mr. Tigerman’s idea was to 
curve the standard linear floor plan 
common in houses of the Interna- 
tional Style (see floor plan, page 
89 ). The curved plan also allows 
for a complex spatial experience that 


the current generation of architects 
prefers to the clarity and openness 
of the previous style. For example, 
after entering the house, one must 
pass by the dramatic staircase in the 
double-story curved space (next 
page) io the living room 

“It is critical that the suburban 
house have a private face where 
there are neighbors and an open one 
where there are no neighbors. The 
closed wall should be north; the 
open, glazed one should face 
south—the result is a passive solar 
condition that makes the house as 
economical to live in as it was to 
build,’’ concludes Mr. Tiaerman.

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leight of hand’ is what Stanley Tiger- 
man calls the ingenuity architects use 
to eke so much out of small houses 
and still infuse them with a magic that dif- 
ferentiates them from the developer houses 
in the rest of suburbia.

asual Summer entertaining calls for unde- 
manding wines—those you can serve and 
swallow without worrying about nuances of 
bouquet and taste. Jugs—moderately 
priced wines available in large bottles—are 
the most popular choice, and there are a considerable 
number of such wines readily available throughout the 
country. Despite the attention given to the fine wines 
of the world, most of the wine we drink is inexpensive, 
and much of that is sold in jugs. 





Whites may be crisply dry 
or fruity and semisweet... 


Actually, referring to these wines as jug wines may 
not be altogether accurate anymore. A few years ago, 
it was still possible to buy many popular brands for 
$5 a gallon, the equivalent of $1 a bottle. At the be- 
ginning of 1979, however, metric sizes went into effect 
for wines, and the half gallon was replaced by the 1.5- 
liter metric magnum (50.7 ounces) and the gallon by 
the 3-liter jeroboam (101.4 ounces). Although metric 
magnums and jeroboams contain 25 percent less wine 
than, respectively, half gallons and gallons, many pro- 
ducers maintained the same price for the smaller sizes 
and have since been forced to raise their prices even 
more. So even though a big bottle suggests value, with 
many magnums now selling for $6 to $7/—the equivalent 
of $3 to $3.50 a bottle—some of these jug wines are 
not quite as cheap as the name suggests. You usually 
save 10 or 15 percent when you buy a particular wine 
in a magnum instead of the normal 3/4-liter bottle. The 
real savings occur when you buy the 3-liter jeroboam, 
which usually works out to 30 percent cheaper than 
the same wine bought by the bottle. But remember 
that the money you actually save by buying large bottles 
depends on whether or not you intend to drink the 
wine within a few days. Air is the enemy of wine, and 
if you keep a half-empty magnum or jeroboam from 
one weekend to the next, the loss in flavor and the 
chance of spoilage will more than offset the savings. 





~_THE BEST JUG WINES UNDER $ 


This selection is based on recent blind tastings of nearly 90 wines; prices will vary around the country: 
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Although jug wines are usually lumped together, both 
in liquor stores and in the minds of most consumers, 
they vary considerably not only in quality, but also in 
style. Many people, | suspect, are perfectly happy with 
a wine that is neutral and bland as long as it doesn't 
have any obvious defects. There’s quite a range of 
tastes to be found among well-made wines, however, 
and it's a shame not to explore this selection a little 
more attentively. Among whites, there are not only the 
mild, neutral wines, but some that are rather crisply 
dry and others that are fruity and semisweet. Without 
meaning to turn jug wines into a complex subject, | 
do feel that the wine that a person finds most attractive 
depends not only on individual taste, but also on the 
occasion and the time of day. For example, during a 
predinner reception, a mild, fairly dry wine may be the 
best choice. For casual sipping during a summer after- 
noon, however, a slightly fruitier and softer wine may 
be preferable. With food, though, a dry and flavorful 
white with a more distinctive taste may be the best 
choice; the mild wine will have little to offer, especially 
with flavorful dishes, and the semisweet wine may prove 
tiring during a meal. “4 

Red wines, too, vary in style from simple and light- 
bodied to positive, flavorful and even robust. Again, 
the occasion affects the choice. For example, restau- 
rateurs know that wine served by the glass at the bar 
must be pleasing by itself, and often choose a red

wine which is not completely dry. A dry red might strike 
too many people as austere. With a meal, however, 
the full-bodied, slightly sweet red can become cloying, 
and a flavorful dry wine is likely to please more people. 

Whatever wine you prefer, the temperature at which 
it’s served will affect the enjoyment you get from it. 
Whites and rosés should be served chilled, of course, 
to highlight their fresh, lively qualities. Light-bodied reds 
also benefit from cooling (Continued on page 122)

down—such well-known reds as Beaujolais and Valpolicella 
are often served cool, and certainly most inexpensive jug 
reds are considerably more appealing cool. What’s more, 
sweetness is less perceptible at lower temperatures, so that 
chilling inexpensive red and white jug wines—many of 
which are slightly sweetened—makes such wines taste less 
sweet, more palatable with food. 

Incidentally, it’s not a bad idea to use open carafes for 
jug wines at the dinner table. Full of wine—put out both 
red and. white—they look more attractive than some of 
the rather stolid-looking jugs. Also, it’s easier to pour from 
carafes than jugs, especially clumsy 3-liter ones. 

Most jug wines come from Califcrnia, and most of those 
are labeled with two generic names borrowed from French 
wine regions—Chablis and Burgundy. Recently, a number 
of California wineries have taken to labeling their wines 
in a more straightforward way—Red Table Wine, Mountain 
Red Wine, Premium White and so on. California wines 
may also be labeled with a varietal name if the wine con- 
tains at least 51 percent of the named grape variety. Va- 
rietal jug wines include French Colombard and Zinfandel, 
and some wineries are even able to market such highly 
acclaimed varietals as Chardonnay, Sauvignon Blanc and 
Cabernet Sauvignon in inexpensive magnums. Because the 
very best wines of California are labeled with varietal 
names, there’s a tendency for many consumers to imagine 
that a jug wine labeled Chenin Blanc must be better than 
one labeled simply Chablis and a Zinfandel better than 
a Burgundy. Generally speaking, this isn’t so. There are 
exceptions, of course, some of which are listed. I should 
add, however, that although some recommended varietal 
jug wines are well made and relatively inexpensive, they 
aren't necessarily classic examples of the named variety. 

The choice of imported magnums is constantly increas- 
ing, especially from Italy and France. The best are dry 
and flavorful. Many others are neutral or too assertive. 

Another important source of jug wines is the Finger 
Lakes district of New York State. The wines produced 
by such major wineries as Gold Seal, Great Western, 
Widmer and Taylor have traditionally been made from 
such native American grape varieties as Niagara, Catawba, 
Isabella and Dutchess. Consequently, many New York State 
wines have a rather special, grapy, pungent taste that many 
consumers prefer, but that others find too unusual to enjoy. 

The selection of jug wines starting on page 105 is based 
on recent blind tastings of nearly 90 wines. They range 
from light-bodied, simple, fruity wines with some appealing 
sweetness to dry, full-flavored and well-defined wines with 
more body and character. I set an upper price limit of 
$7 a magnum, which some consumers may find high, but 
which enabled me to try a greater variety. As it happens, 
some of the best wines cost only $4 or $5. (Prices—sug- 
gested NY retail for magnums—indicate relative value.)

ake two aspirins and call me 
in the morning” is what any 
doctor tells someone with a 
minor complaint. This doesn’t 
necessarily work when your 
dog is injured or under the weather. 
First aid for dogs means emergency 
care until you can get veterinary help, 
and it can be your first line of defense 
in saving an animal’s life. It is simply 
immediate, temporary treatment, 
meant to sustain life until professional 
care is available. It is by no means a 
cure and should be followed up with 
an immediate visit to a veterinarian. 
THE MUZZLE 

A dog in pain may bite, so improvise 
a muzzle with gauze, string, belt or 
tie. Make a loop or half-knot and slip _ 
it over the dog’s nose, halfway up. Pull 
until it tightens. Bring the ends under 
the jaw, forming another half-knot. Se- 
cure the ends behind the dog’s ears_ 
with a bowknot. Do not muzzle too 
tightly. You may have to tie the front 
paws (if not injured). 

BLEEDING 

External bleeding is apparent. It | 
comes from wounds. It requires control | 
of blood loss and prevention of infec- | 
tion. Superficial wounds show slight | 
blood loss. Wash with soap and water | 
and apply an antiseptic. Smear on a 
light film of Vaseline and cover with 
a gauze pad and tape. For persistent 
bleeding, it may be necessary to use 
a pressure bandage: Apply a gauze 
bandage or cloth strips bound around 
the wound several times in order to 
create pressure over the cut. Cover 
bandage completely with adhesive 
tape. If no tape is available, tie the 
gauze.strip by tearing it down the cen- 
ter and knotting the two ends. 

Deep cuts are serious. A severed ar- 
tery shows light-colored blood rushing 
quickly. Dark-colored blood that flows 
slowly is from a vein. These types of 


_ lacerations or punctures extend be- 
| yond skin into the tissue beneath. Place 


a gauze pad over the wound and apply 
pressure with your hand for several 
minutes, allowing the blood to collect | 
on the dressing and clot. If the blood 
soaks through, keep applying one pad 
on top of another. Maintain pressure. 
Wrap with bandage and cover with 


| tape. See a veterinarian immediately. 


SHOCK 
Shock may be caused by fright, injury 
or internal bleeding. It is a state of col- 
lapse due to a failure of peripheral cir- 
culation.

A compound fracture is a break that 
has punctured its surrounding tissue and may even pro- 
trude from the skin.
